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PREFACE 

The  first  edition  of  the  Thesaurus  for  Graphic  Materials  was,  in  fact, 
two  separate  volumes  published  in  1986  and  1987.  The  second  editions  were 
intended  to  be  separate  volumes  again.  As  publication  plans  were  being  made, 
it  became  clear  that  the  two  tools  are  so  often  used  together  that  a  single  volume 
comprising  the  two  separate  thesauri  would  be  more  practical  and  cost  effective. 
The  parts  are  referred  to  as  TGM  1:  Subject  Terms  and  TGM  II:  Genre  and 
Physical  Characteristic  Terms.  Each  part  retains  its  own  introductory  text, 
examples,  and  thesauri. 
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TGM  I:  SUBJECT  TERMS

I.  TGM  I:  SUMMARY  OF  FEATURES 

lA.  SCOPE  AND  PURPOSE 

The  Thesaurus  for  Graphic  Materials  I:  Subject  Terms  (TGM  f)  provides  a  substantial  body  of  terms  for 
subject  indexing  of  pictorial  materials,  particularly  the  large  general  collections  of  historical  images  which  are  found 
in  many  libraries,  historical  societies,  archives,  and  museums.  Developed  to  support  the  cataloging  and  retrieval 
needs  of  the  Library  of  Congress  Prints  and  Photographs  Division,  TGM  I  is  offered  to  other  institutions  in  the  hope 
that  it  will  fill  similar  needs  and  will  promote  standardization  in  image  cataloging.  TGM  T  is  primarily  designed  for 
automated  cataloging  and  indexing  systems  and  is  authorized  for  use  in  MARC  (Machine-Readable  Cataloging) 
records.  The  vocabulary  can  also  be  used,  however,  in  manual  indexing  systems,  whether  card  catalogs  or  vertical 
files  of  pictures. 

TGM  I  may  be  used  to  index  subjects  represented  in  a  variety  of  still  image  media  and  fonnats,  including 
prints,  photographs,  drawings,  posters,  architectural  drawings,  cartoons,  and  pictorial  ephemera.  The  thesaurus 
provides  a  controlled  vocabulary  for  describing  a  broad  range  of  subjects  depicted  in  such  materials,  including 
activities,  objects,  types  of  people,  events,  and  places.  TGM  I  includes  subject  categories  only.  Thus,  proper  noun 
names  of  people,  organizations,  events,  and  geographic  places  are  excluded.'  Art  historical  and  iconographical 
concepts  are  not  included  either,  but  TGM  I  does  supply  terms  for  abstract  ideas  represented  in  certain  types  of 
images,  such  as  allegorical  prints  and  editorial  cartoons. 

TGM  I  is  designed  as  a  tool  both  for  those  who  create  catalog  records  and  for  those  who  search  for  them. 
Entry  vocabulary  and  scope  notes  are  designed  to  serve  a  dual  purpose:  assisting  indexers  in  selecting  terms  for 
indexing  and  helping  researchers  find  appropriate  tenns  with  which  to  search  for  pictures.  At  present,  TGM  I 
contains  5,504  authorized  ("postable")  tenns,  and  4,324  cross-reference  ("non-postable")  terms,  giving  it  a  very  high 
ratio  of  entry  vocabulary  and  increasing  the  ease  with  which  searchers  can  translate  their  own  terminology  into  the 
language  of  TGM  I. 

TGM  I  adheres  to  the  American  National  Standards  Institute  (ANSI)  guidelines  for  thesaurus  construction.^ 
In  developing  TGM  I,  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  providing  easily  readable  notations,  logical  hierarchical 
relationships,  terms  structured  in  natural  language  order,  clearly  distinguishable  public  notes  and  cataloger’s  notes, 
and  modem  American  spelling  conventions.^ 

Although  the  primary  purpose  of  TGM  I  is  to  serve  as  a  source  of  tenninology  for  topics  represented  in 
graphic  materials,  it  also  offers  indexing  guidelines.  Indexers  trained  to  analyze  textual  materials  may  not  know  how 
basic  indexing  practices  can  be  applied  to  pictorial  indexing.  It  is  hoped  that  the  guidelines  presented  in  this 
introduction  will  help  in  this  regard  and  lead  to  consistent  application  of  TGM  I.

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I.B.  TERM  SELECTION  AND  FORMULATION 

Developing  and  maintaining  a  large  subject  thesaurus  is  a  major  effort;  it  is  one  that  the  Library  of 
Congress  Prints  and  Photographs  Division  (P&P)  undertakes  out  of  an  ongoing  need  not  fulfilled  by  other  tools. 
Understanding  the  origins  and  evolution  of  P&P’s  thesaurus  work,  the  primary  sources  and  characteristics  of 
terminology  included  in  TGM  I,  as  well  as  TGM  Fs,  relationship  to  other  thesauri,  may  help  in  evaluating  its 
usefulness  for  particular  applications. 

TGM  I  is  built  from  a  base  of  vocabulary  that  has  been  used  to  provide  subject  access  to  P&P’s  collections 
in  the  course  of  over  50  years  of  cataloging  and  indexing.  The  terms  found  in  TGM  I  thus  reflect  the  diversity  of 
the  subject  matter  found  in  materials  held  by  P&P,  which  range  from  documentary  photographs  to  architectural 
drawings  to  editorial  cartoons  to  fine  prints.  Since  terms  are  added  to  TGM  I  only  as  the  topic  is  encountered  in  the 
course  of  cataloging  and  indexing,  not  all  possible  topics  are  represented  in  the  thesaurus.  Likewise,  TGM  I 
vocabulary  is  quite  specific  in  some  topic  areas  and  remains  very  general  in  others  because  of  the  varying  nature 
of  P&P’s  indexing  activities.  Depending  upon  the  situation,  the  indexing  may  cover  anything  from  a  single  item  to 
an  entire  collection. 

The  first  comprehensive,  systematic  listing  of  P&P’s  subject  tenninology  was  compiled  by  Elisabeth  Betz 
Parker  and  was  issued  in  1980  as  a  preliminary  list  entitled  Subject  Headings  Used  in  the  Library  of  Congress  Prints 
and  Photographs  Division  (SHP&P).  The  first  edition  of  TGM  I  (published  in  1987  and  referred  to  then  by  the 
acronym  LCTGM)  incorporated  the  topical  terms  that  were  found  in  SHP&P.  But  TGM  I  excluded  the  proper  names 
(e.g.,  Halloween,  Ku  KJux  Klan,  Niagara  Falls,  Virgin  Mary,  War  of  1812)  that  had  been  included  in  the  earlier 
list.'*  In  confonnity  with  the  ANSI  standard,  TGM  I  also  eliminated  SHP&P’s,  inverted  and  compound  term 
structures  and  shifted  from  constructing  strings  composed  of  broader  and  narrower  terms  (e.g..  Animals— Camels, 
Animals— Cats)  to  showing  the  relationship  among  broader  and  narrower  terms  (as  well  as  other  tenn  relationships) 
using  ANSI  standard  thesaurus  notation. 

Another  development  was  in  the  handling  of  tenns  for  visual  genre  and  physical  characteristics  and 
techniques  (e.g..  Daguerreotypes,  Memorial  prints.  Posters),  many  of  which  had  been  included  in  the  preliminary 
list.  Because  of  the  distinctive  nature  of  this  vocabulary,  it  was  developed  before  TGM  I  within  the  framework  of 
a  separate  thesaurus.  Descriptive  Terms  for  Graphic  Materials:  Genre  and  Physical  Characteristics  Headings 
(GMGPC).  The  first  edition  of  TGM  I  included  all  of  the  terms  and  cross-references  that  appeared  in  GMGPC  for 
ease  of  reference  and  for  use  in  cases  where  types  and  fomiats  of  graphic  materials  constitute  the  subjects  of  images 
(see  Section  II.E).  That  practice  is  continued  in  this  edition;  postable  and  non-postable  tenns  found  in  Thesaurus 
for  Graphic  Materials  II:  Genre  and  Physical  Characteristic  Terms  (the  second  edition  of  the  Descriptive  Terms 
thesaurus)  as  of  October  1994  are  included  in  TGM  I.  These  tenns  are  identifiable  by  the  statement  "TCM  II  tenn" 
that  appears  in  the  cataloger’s  note  (CN). 

P&P’s  thesauri  not  only  complement  each  other,  they  also  complement  other  published  thesauri  and  subject 
heading  lists.  While  many  of  the  topics  covered  by  TGM  I  are  no  different  from  those  that  occur  in  other  media, 
some  of  the  more  specific,  visual  concepts,  such  as  Children  playing  in  sand.  Document  signings.  Dormers, 
Hammer  &  sickle.  Moonlight,  Shaking  hands,  and  Ship  of  state,  occur  much  more  frequently  as  subjects  of 
images  than  as  subjects  of  books  or  other  formats.  Such  terms  are,  therefore,  not  found  in  thesauri  geared  to 


Including  proper  noun  names  in  the  subject  heading  list  was,  without  question,  a  helpful  feature  for 
researchers,  but  integrating  proper  names  with  the  other  sorts  of  relationships  indicated  in  the  thesaurus,  and 
maintaining  the  ever-growing  list  of  names  grew  cumbersome.  P&P  turned  to  the  LC  Name  Authority  File  and 
LCSH  (both  of  which  serve  as  national  authority  files)  as  sources  for  proper  names.  It  was  decided  that  the  time 
spent  maintaining  the  names  within  the  thesaurus  framework  (and  adjusting  them  whenever  they  were  altered  in 
the  authority  files)  could  be  better  devoted  to  developing  a  cohesive  universe  of  topical  tenns. 
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indexing  non-pictorial  materials.  Conversely,  thesauri  or  subject  heading  lists  designed  for  indexing  other  media, 
especially  textual  materials,  include  many  topics  that  cannot  be  expressed  visually.  TGM  /  attempts  to  aid  indexers 
and  users  of  visual  materials  by  constructing  a  cohesive  network  of  terms  representing  subjects  commonly  expressed 
in  still  images. 

Many  institutions  provide  access  to  materials  in  a  variety  of  media,  with  indexing  supplied  from  diverse 
sources  and,  therefore,  must  maintain  databases  which  include  terminology  from  multiple  subject  thesauri.  In  order 
that  terminology  might  be  as  compatible  as  possible  in  such  an  environment,  TGM  I  incorporates  terms  from  other 
standard  thesauri  whenever  possible. 

The  encyclopedic  Z./brary’  of  Congress  Subject  Headings  (LCSH),  which  (as  of  the  end  of  1993)  includes 
206,300  postable  terms  devised  primarily  in  the  course  of  cataloging  textual,  book-length  materials,  is  the  major 
thesaurus  used  by  the  Library  of  Congress  and  numerous  other  institutions.^  As  such,  it  is  the  most  frequent  source 
of  terminology  for  TGM  I.  LCSH  terms  are  used  without  alteration  whenever  possible,  but  tenn  syntax  or  spelling 
is  at  times  changed  in  order  to  confonn  to  the  ANSI  standard.  As  necessary,  cross  references  are  made  irom  LCSH 
terms  to  corresponding  TGM  I  terms. 

It  should  be  noted  that  TGM  I  does  not  utilize  two  techniques  authorized  inLCSH  for  indexing  publications 
concerned  with  or  consisting  chiefly  of  pictures.  The  LCSH  free-floating  fonn  subdivision  "Pictorial  works"  would 
be  applicable  to  alj  pictorial  materials  and  is  far  too  broad  to  be  a  meaningful  form  heading  for  original  and  historical 
graphics.  In  addition,  the  technique  of  establishing  a  phrase  heading  "[topic]  in  art"  (e.g..  Cathedrals  in  art)  is  used 
in  LCSH  to  designate  textual  materials  which  discuss  or  illustrate  a  specific  subject  as  an  artistic  theme.  Applying 
such  a  phrase  to  original  materials  would  imply  a  value  judgment  about  the  particular  work  as  "art"  and  would  blur 
the  distinction  between  objective  subject  analysis  and  iconographical  analysis.  For  collections  consisting  largely  or 
entirely  of  pictorial  works,  both  of  these  techniques  lose  their  meaning. 

Lack  of  textual  documentation  frequently  makes  it  difficult  for  a  picture  indexer  to  determine  which  aspect 
of  a  multifaceted  subject  best  applies  to  the  image  in  hand.  In  a  thesaurus  as  extensive  as  LCSH,  for  example,  one 
finds  both  scientific  and  popular  names  for  plants  and  animals,  as  well  as  a  variety  of  tenns  expressing  closely 
related  elements  of  a  concept  or  phenomenon  (e.g..  Arbitration,  Industrial;  Collective  bargaining;  Industrial 
relations;  Labor  contracts;  Labor  disputes;  Mediation  &  conciliation,  Industrial).  In  some  cases,  elements  occur 
so  regularly  together  when  represented  in  visual  form  that  they  need  not  be  separately  indexed.  In  order  to  guide 
picture  indexers  in  their  choice  of  terms  and  thereby  improve  the  con.sistency  of  their  indexing,  TGM  /  selects  from 
the  rich  vocabulary  otLCSH,  limiting  the  choice  among  overlapping  terms  (i.e.,  there  are  fewer  to  choose  from)  and 
attempting  to  make  their  specific  application  clear  by  means  of  notes  and  relationships. 

The  Legislative  Indexing  Vocabulary  (LTV),  developed  for  the  Congressional  Research  Service  at  the 
Library  of  Congress,  focuses  on  contemporary  political  and  social  issues.®  LTV  is  consulted  in  compiling  TGM  I 
because  the  types  of  tenns  L/V  includes  have  been  found  to  be  useful  for  indexing  pictorial  materials  such  as  posters 
and  cartoons  that  relate  to  social  and  political  issues. 

Another  valuable  source  of  terminology  is  the  Art  and  Architecture  Thesaurus  (AAT).  Since  the  AAT  is 
often  compared  to  TGM  I,  it  may  be  useful  to  clarify  here  differences  in  the  scope,  purpo.se,  and  method  of 
compilation  of  the  two  thesauri.  The  AAT  provides  terminology  "for  art  and  architecture  of  the  Western  world  from

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antiquity  to  the  present."’  It  is  intended  for  use  in  indexing  objects  as  well  as  textual  and  pictorial  materials, 
incorporating  highly  specific  concepts  as  well  as  the  more  general  categories  in  which  those  concepts  belong.  The 
AAT  includes  an  array  of  terms  useful  for  indexing  pictures  of  the  built  environment,  furnishings  and  equipment,  and 
manifestations  of  visual  and  verbal  communication,  as  well  as  "supporting  tenninology"  for  the  physical  attributes, 
persons,  and  concepts  that  relate  to  the  creation  and  appreciation  of  art  and  architecture.  Lying  outside  the  AATs 
scope,  however,  are  the  broader  range  of  people,  events,  and  activities  which  are  equally  important  aspects  of  general 
picture  collections.  The  AAT  is  regularly  consulted  in  adding  art  and  architecture-related  terms  to  TGM  I  and  has 
been  influential  in  thinking  through  relationships  among  TGM  I  tenns. 

The  AAT  is  constructed  independently  of  the  cataloging  operations  of  any  single  institution.  AAT 
vocabulary  has  been  developed  to  a  considerable  level  of  specificity  in  constructing  the  logical  arrays  of  terms— the 
hierarchies— that  compose  it.  In  contrast,  the  tenns  included  in  TGM  I  are  there,  for  the  most  part,  because  they  have 
been  needed  in  the  course  of  cataloging  the  collections  of  the  Prints  and  Photographs  Division  or  a  contributing 
institution.  Occasionally  a  "gathering  tenn"  is  added  to  TGM  I  when  it  is  deemed  useful  for  bringing  out 
relationships  among  a  cluster  of  narrower  tenns,  but  not  all  of  the  logically  related  terms  or  levels  of  hierarchy  are 
incorporated  unless  they  are  needed  for  cataloging.  This  operating  method  partially  accounts  for  the  fact  that  the 
hierarchies  that  appear  in  TGM  I  are  neither  so  "deep"  nor  so  elaborate  as  those  that  have  been  developed  for  the 
AAT.  Moreover,  as  the  compilers  of  the  AAT  have  pointed  out,  terms  for  abstract  concepts  are  more  difficult  to 
classify  than  those  for  concrete  objects.* *  When  no  place  for  such  tenns  can  be  found  in  an  existing  TGM  I 
hierarchy,  they  are  left  as  "orphans"  (i.e.,  with  no  broader  term  designation)  and  an  effort  is  made  to  lead  the  user 
to  associated  concepts  through  related  term  (RT)  relationships. 

In  addition  to  the  indexing  tools  mentioned  above,  standard  tools  which  aid  in  term  selection  and  definition 
include  Webster’s  Third  New  International  Dictionary,  Webster’s  New  Collegiate  Dictionary,  and  the  Encyclopedia 
Americana.  The  expertise  of  specialists  in  the  Prints  and  Photographs  Division,  other  divisions  of  the  Library  of 
Congress,  and  other  institutions  has  also  been  tapped  to  identify  commonly  accepted  tenninology,  define  tenns,  and 
discern  relationships  among  tenns.  In  all  cases,  TGM  I  strives  to  avoid  vocabulary  which  would  imply  subjective 
assumptions  on  the  part  of  the  indexer.

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I.C.  STRUCTURE  AND  SYNTAX 
I.C.l.  Relationsliips 

TGM  /  is  a  thesaurus  in  alphabetical  fonnat.  As  stated  previously,  TGM  I  conforms  to  the  ANSI  standard 
for  structure  and  syntax.  "Postable"  terms  (tenns  that  are  authorized  for  indexing)  and  "non-postable"  tenns  (cross 
references  pointing  from  unauthorized  to  authorized  terms)  are  interfiled.  Under  each  authorized  tenn,  the  reference 
structure  includes  unauthorized  tenns  (UF),  broader  tenns  (BT),  narrower  tenns  (NT),  and  related  tenns  (RT).  For 
each  relationship  that  is  established  in  the  thesaurus,  its  reciprocal  relationship  can  be  found  at  another  point  in  the 
thesaurus. 

Example:  Building  dedications  (authorized  tenn) 

UF  Dedication  of  buildings  (tenn  not  authorized) 

BT  Dedications  (broader  authorized  tenn) 

NT  Church  dedications  (nanower  authorized  terms) 

Cornerstone  laying 

RT  Buildings  (related  authorized  tenns) 

Groundbreaking  ceremonies 
Toppings  out 

Dedication  of  buildings 

USE  Building  dedications  (cross  reference  from  unauthorized  term  to  authorized  term) 


Used  for  (UF):  A  term  that  is  not  authorized  for  indexing.  UF  tenns  are  listed  primarily  for  editorial  purposes,  but 
they  may  help  searchers  by  clarifying  the  scope  or  meaning  of  a  term.  The  reciprocal  is  USE. 

Use  (USE):  A  cross  reference  that  points  catalogers  and  searchers  to  an  authorized  term.  USE  references  may  be 
made  from  synonyms,  near  synonyms,  antonyms,  inverted  phrases,  or  other  closely  related  tenns  or  phrases.  The 
reciprocal  is  UF. 

Broader  term  (BT):  An  authorized  tenn  which  indicates  the  more  general  class  to  which  a  term  belongs.  Everything 
that  is  true  of  a  tenn  is  also  true  of  its  broader  tenn(s). 

Nanower  tenn  (NT):  An  authorized  term  which  is  nanower  in  scope  and  a  member  of  the  general  class  represented 
by  the  broader  term  under  which  it  is  listed.  The  reciprocal  is  BT. 

Related  term  (RT):  An  authorized  term  which  is  closely  related  to  the  term  under  which  it  is  listed,  but  the 
relationship  is  not  a  hierarchical  one.  The  reciprocal  is  also  RT. 
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Although  no  precise  rules  dictate  when  related  term  references  should  be  supplied,  some  typical  situations 

include: 


•  Near  synonyms 

•  Overlapping  meanings 

•  Discipline  and  the  object  of  study 

•  Persons  and  their  occupations 

•  Products  and  industries 

•  Whole/part  relationships 

TGM  I  tends  to  be  generous  in  supplying  related  tenn  references.  This  is  partly  because  relationships  that 
would  be  implicit  in  a  hierarchical  display  of  the  terms  are  less  apparent  when  the  tenns  appear  in  an  alphabetical 
display.  In  accordance  with  thesaurus  construction  guidelines,  however,  related  tenn  references  are  never  made  to 
two  tenns  at  different  levels  in  the  same  hierarchy. 

Example:  Game  industry  NOT  Game  industry 

RT  Games  RT  Games 

Board  games  [a  narrower  term  to  Games] 

More  detailed  definitions  and  discussion  of  hierarchical  and  related  term  relationships  can  be  found  in  the  ANSI 
standard. 

I.C.2.  Syntax 


In  accordance  with  the  ANSI  standard,  terms  are  selected  based  on  common  usage  and  are  established  using 
natural  language  word  order  and  modern  American  spelling  conventions. 

I.C.l.a.  Single  terms 

Headings  for  concrete  concepts  are  established  in  the  plural. 

Example:  Theaters 

Watermelons 

Headings  for  abstract  concepts  are  established  in  the  singular. 

Example:  Civilization 

Headings  for  activities  are  established  as  gerunds. 


Example:  Banking 

Running 
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I.C.2.b.  Compound  terms 

Compound  terms  are  established  (1)  when  a  single  concept  is  expressed  by  multiple  words  in  natural 
language,  (2)  when  it  would  be  difficult  or  unnecessary  for  an  indexer  to  differentiate  between  two  closely  related 
concepts,  and  (3)  when  splitting  them  into  single  tenns  to  be  placed  in  separate  fields  would  lead  to  retrieval  of 
irrelevant  material. 

Example:  Artificial  flowers 

Cattle  ranches 
Children  playing  outdoors 
Educational  organizations 
Real  estate  development 
Tobacco  industry 

Compound  tenns  are  always  expressed  in  natural  language  order,  never  inverted. 

Example:  Protestant  churches  NOT  Churches,  Protestant 

Compound  tenns  which  include  the  word  "and"  are  used  when  two  tenns  occur  together  with  such  frequency 
that  it  would  be  undesirable  to  establish  them  separately.  Such  tenns  are  constructed  with  an  ampersand  (&)  in  order 
to  differentiate  in  retrieval  systems  between  the  use  of  "and"  as  a  Boolean  operator  and  the  use  of  "&"  as  part  of 
an  indexing  tenn. 

Example:  Doors  &  doorways 

Good  &  evil 

I.C.2.C.  Parenthetical  qualifiers 

Qualifiers  are  used  to  differentiate  between  homographs. 

Example:  Camouflage  (Biology) 

Camouflage  (Military  science) 

I.C.3.  Facet  indicators 


Facet  indicators,  which  appear  in  brackets  directly  underneath  authorized  terms,  signal  that  a  tenn  may  be 
subdivided  by  geographic  and/or  nationality  designations. 

Example:  Military  camps 

--[nationality]— [country  or  state]-[city] 

These  indicators  have  been  included  on  a  systematic  basis  with  certain  categories  of  headings;  with  other 
types  of  headings,  they  are  added  as  need  arises  in  P&P’s  cataloging.  (See  Section  III  for  further  infonnation  about 
using  geographic,  nationality,  and  other  types  of  subdivisions.) 

LC.4.  Notes 


TGM  /  uses  several  kinds  of  notes  to  help  catalogers  apply  terms  consistently  and  to  help  researchers  find 
appropriate  search  terms. 
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I.C.4.a.  Public  note 

The  public  note  (PN)  defines  a  term,  explains  its  scope,  or  helps  a  user  understand  the  structure  of  the 
thesaurus. 

Example:  Ships 

PN  Includes  steamships  that  are  ocean-going  vessels.  Search  under  STEAMBOATS  for  steamships 
that  are  used  on  inland  or  coastal  waters. 

LC.4.b.  Cataloger’s  note 

The  cataloger’s  note  (CN)  clarifies  how  to  use  a  term  or  when  to  use  it  in  conjunction  with  another  tenn 
("double  indexing"). 

Example:  Sick  bays 

CN  Double  index  under  type  of  vessel. 

The  note  "TGM  II  term,"  which  occurs  frequently  throughout  TGM  /,  refers  to  tenns  which  also  appear  in 
Thesaurus  for  Graphic  Materials  II:  Genre  and  Physical  Characteristic  Tenns.  (See  Section  lI.E.  for  guidance  on 
application  of  these  tenns.) 

Example:  Stereographs 

CN  TGM  II  term. 

Notes  beginning  with  the  phrase  "Used  in  a  note  under  ..."  are  of  value  primarily  in  editing  and  maintaining 
the  thesaurus. 

Example:  Religious  seiwices 

CN  Used  in  a  note  under  RELIGIOUS  FACILITIES. 

I.C.4.C.  History  note 

The  history  note  (HN)  records  the  fact  that  a  change  has  taken  place  in  a  tenn  or  the  status  of  a  tenn  since 
the  publication  of  the  first  edition  of  TGM  I.  This  may  prove  useful  to  searchers  since  it  suggests  tenns  that  may 
have  been  in  use  formerly  and  that  should  be  checked  to  retrieve  older  catalog  records.  Generally,  if  one  term  has 
been  completely  replaced  by  another  tenn,  the  older  term  appears  as  a  "UF." 

Example:  Draft 

HN  Changed  11/1987  from  COMPULSORY  MILITARY  SERVICE. 

I.C.5.  Filing  conventions 


The  thesaurus  maintenance  software  (LEXICO)  used  to  produce  TGM /follows  ASCII  filing  rules.  Thus,

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IJ).  RELATION  TO  OTHER  CATALOGING  TOOLS 

TGM  I  has  been  developed  to  complement  other  tools  used  for  cataloging  pictures.  Descriptive  cataloging 
records  for  pictorial  items  and  groups  can  be  prepared  with  guidance  from  the  2nd  edition  of  the  Anglo-American 
Cataloguing  Rules  (AACR2,  revised  1988)^,  supplemented  by  the  manual  Graphic  Materials}^  The  latter  set  of 
rules  expands  and  interprets  AACR2  for  descriptive  cataloging  of  graphics  in  historical  and  archival  collections.  To 
aid  in  the  identification  and  retrieval  of  pictures  by  their  physical  type  and  fonnat,  Thesaurus  for  Graphic  Materials 
II:  Genre  and  Physical  Characteristic  Terms  {TGM  IT)  may  be  used.“  As  noted  above,  TGM  I  incorporates 
terminology  from  this  thesaurus,  but  TGM  II  itself  should  be  consulted  for  the  most  current  vocabulary,  for 
information  about  the  definition  and  scope  of  specific  tenns,  and  for  guidance  in  the  relationships  among  TGM  II 
terms. 


Whether  an  institution’s  system  is  manual  or  automated,  access  to  graphic  materials  will  be  greatly  improved 
through  widespread  application  of  a  set  of  standard  tools.  The  USMARC  Format  for  Bibliographic  Description  (a 
standard  for  communicating  bibliographic  data  in  machine  readable  form)  accommodates  the  use  of  all  of  the  tools 
mentioned  here.*^ 

I.E.  MARC  CODING 

TGM  I  is  one  of  several  standard  thesauri  authorized  for  use  in  the  650  field  of  MARC  records.  TGM  I 
terms  are  entered  in  the  subfield  4=a  of  the  650  field.  The  Library  of  Congress  has  assigned  the  code  "Ictgm"  to  this 
thesaurus.  The  source  of  each  term  is  made  apparent  by  the  field  indicator  7  and  subfield  =j=2  code,  which  are 
required  elements.

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I.F.  SIGNIFICANT  DIFFERENCES  FROM  THE  FIRST  EDITION 

Probably  the  most  significant  change  in  TGM  I  has  been  in  the  addition  of  1,937  postable  and  1,755  non- 
postable  tenns.  Additions  and  changes  to  the  vocabulary  are  a  direct  outgrowth  of  the  cataloging  that  has  been  going 
on  in  P&P  and  a  few  contributing  organizations  over  the  past  seven  years.  The  cataloging  of  groups  of  photographs, 
including  many  relating  to  Native  Americans,  and  a  program  to  catalog  single  items  for  which  orders  for  reproduction 
have  been  received— ranging  from  Currier  &  Ives  prints  and  Civil  War  drawings  and  photographs  to  20th  century 
fine  prints  and  World  War  II  posters— have  resulted  in  many  new  tenns.  Other  recent  projects  have  focused  on 
cataloging  groups  of  architectural  drawings  and  architectural  photographs.  These  cataloging  ventures  have  resulted 
in  the  addition  of  more  specific  vocabulary  (Houses  has  been  added  as  a  narrower  term  to  Dwellings,  for  instance). 
Coinciding  as  they  did  with  the  publication  of  the  A47’,  such  projects  have  also  spurred  a  re-examination  of  the  tenns 
used  for  buildings  and  sites  and  of  the  relationships  that  exist  among  them.  Appropriately  enough,  this  has  resulted 
in  a  new  structure,  founded  on  the  concept  of  Facilities,  a  broader  concept  than  Buildings.  This  new  structure 
attempts  to  incorporate  many  terms  that  were  previously  "orphans"  (i.e.,  they  had  no  broader  term),  while  remaining 
flexible  enough  to  be  used  in  situations  that  show  combinations  of  site,  structure,  and  activities  characteristic  of  a 
particular  type  of  facility.  A  corresponding  structure  for  Architectural  and  site  components  has  also  been 
developed. 

Changes  in  tenninology,  while  inevitable,  can  be  time-consuming  to  implement  in  indexing  systems  or,  if 
not  fully  implemented,  can  place  burdens  on  the  users  who  must  then  search  under  old  and  new  terms.  While  some 
term  changes  have  been  necessary,  particularly  in  the  context  of  the  work  on  Facilities,  an  attempt  has  been  made 
to  keep  major  changes  to  a  minimum  and  to  alert  users  of  TGM  I  to  changes  that  have  occurred  by  recording  history 
notes  under  changed  tenns. 

The  lists  of  topical  subdivisions  used  by  P&P  have  been  restructured  and  expanded  since  the  first  edition; 
they  include,  for  the  first  time,  subdivisions  used  with  names  of  corporate  bodies  and  names  of  wars  (see  Appendices 
A  through  D).  Other  differences  from  the  first  edition  include  greater  allowance  for  geographic  and  nationality 
subdivision  (see  Section  III  for  a  discussion  of  subdivision  practice).  Public  and  cataloger’s  notes  that  were  found 
to  be  too  local  or  limited  in  their  application  have  been  eliminated  or  altered.  Cataloging  examples  have  been  added 
to  illustrate  some  of  the  indexing  principles  and  practices  employed  by  P&P  catalogers. 


11.  INDEXING  IMAGES;  SOME  PRINCIPLES 


It  is  desirable  to  follow  standard  indexing  practice  when  using  TGM  I,  especially  in  MARC  records  that  will 
be  integrated  with  cataloging  of  non-pictorial  materials.  This  section  focuses  on  techniques  which  are  particularly 
relevant  to  pictorial  indexing.'^  These  guidelines  assume  that  TGM  I  will  be  applied  primarily  within  a  cataloging 
environment  that  allows  for  a  variety  of  topical  subject  access  points  to  be  appended  to  a  descriptive  cataloging 
record  for  either  a  single  graphic  item  or  for  a  group  of  graphic  items.  (See  Section  IV  for  guidance  in  indexing 
for  vertical  file  systems.) 

ILA.  WHAT  TO  INDEX? 

Subject  indexing  of  textual  materials  such  as  books  and  journal  articles  is  usually  aided  by  the  availability 
of  several  convenient  sources  of  information-title,  table  of  contents,  abstract,  or  index-from  which  to  detennine  the

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author’s  scope  and  purpose  and  the  overall  subject  of  the  work.  Several  specific  headings  usually  can  be  selected 
to  describe  the  content  of  the  book  or  article. 

Picture  indexers  frequently  have  no  such  convenient  sources.  There  may  not  be  any  written  documentation 
accompanying  the  material  by  which  to  identify  the  "Who?  What?  Where?  When?  and  Why?"  of  its  creation  and 
purpose.  A  cataloger  may,  therefore,  have  to  invest  some  time  in  research  in  order  to  answer  these  questions  before 
describing  and  indexing  images. 

The  task  of  devising  a  title  often  falls  to  the  cataloger  as  well,  since  many  pictorial  items  and  groups  lack 
them;  Graphic  Materials  offers  guidance  in  devising  descriptive  titles.  The  information  supplied  in  the  title  is  usually 
expanded  in  a  Summary  Note  (MARC  field  520),  which  more  fully  outlines  the  subject  of  the  images  at  hand, 
particularly  for  group-level  records.  Composition  of  the  title  and  summary  data  are  closely  linked  to  assignment  of 
subject  tenns,  since  all  subject  access  points  should  be  substantiated  in  the  body  of  the  descriptive  cataloging  record. 

Catalogers  should  consider  some  additional  questions  when  trying  to  decide  which  subjects  to  index.  How 
historically  significant  is  the  subject  matter  of  the  images?  Is  the  subject  matter  widely  depicted,  or  are  there  novel 
aspects  which  are  rarely  found  in  pictorial  collections?  If  a  subject  is  not  prominently  or  clearly  shown  in  an  image, 
can  it  be  omitted  in  indexing  because  it  is  better  represented  elsewhere?  How  does  the  material  relate  to  other 
collections  in  the  institution?  How  can  such  significant  relationships  be  highlighted  through  consistent  description 
and  indexing  from  one  collection  to  the  next?  Does  a  group  of  images  demonstrate  that  the  creator  had  a  particular 
point  of  view  or  message  in  mind,  thus  providing  a  rationale  for  indexing  for  the  context  as  well  as  the  content? 
It  is  often  important  to  remember  that  the  images  being  cataloged  may,  in  fact,  be  unique  primary  evidence  of  a 
particular  time  and  place. 

n.B.  "OF"  AND  "ABOUT" 

By  their  very  nature,  most  pictures  are  "of  something;  that  is,  they  depict  an  identifiable  person,  place,  or 
thing.  The  most  obvious  exceptions  are  abstract  works  of  art  which  depict  different  things  in  the  eyes  of  different 
viewers.  In  addition,  pictorial  works  are  sometimes  "about"  something;  that  is,  there  is  an  underlying  intent  or  theme 
expressed  in  addition  to  the  concrete  elements  depicted.  This  is  often  true  of  works  of  art  and  cartoons;  it  is 
frequently  harder  to  discern  with  documentary  works. 

Subject  cataloging  must  take  into  account  both  of  these  aspects  if  it  is  to  satisfy  as  many  search  queries  as 
possible.  Indexers  should  examine  images,  their  captions,  and  accompanying  documentation  carefully  to  detennine 
both  the  most  salient  concrete  aspects  (what  the  picture  is  "of)  and  any  apparent  themes  or  authorial  intents  (what 
the  picture  is  "about"),  taking  care  not  to  read  into  the  images  any  subjective  aspects  which  are  open  to  interpretation 
by  the  viewer. 

Example:  A  political  cartoon  depicting  a  basketball  game  in  which  the  players  are  dribbling  a  globe  is  "of 
Basketball  and  "about"  International  relations. 

Example:  Dorothea  Lange’s  photograph  known  as  "Migrant  Mother,"  which  depicts  a  Dust  Bowl  migrant  worker 
and  her  children,  is  "of  Mothers  &  children  and  Migrant  laborers.  In  this  case,  it  would  be  overly  subjective 
to  assign  terms  for  "aboutness,"  since  the  caption  fails  to  tell  us  whether  the  photographer’s  focus  was  poverty, 
despair,  hardship,  survival,  or  other  abstract  concepts. 

If  determining  what  an  image  is  intended  to  be  about  poses  challenges,  determining  what  an  image  is  of— 
what  its  focus  is  for  indexing  purposes-can  often  be  no  less  challenging.  This  is  particularly  true  when  an  image 
shows  aspects  of  a  subject  that  are  commonly  depicted  together.  In  cases  where  the  focus  of  an  image  is  not  readily 
apparent,  P&P  catalogers  consider  the  questions  listed  in  Section  II.A.,  using  two  additional  questions  to  try  out  the 
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terms  towards  which  they  are  leaning:  "Is  this  image  informative  regarding  [possible  term]?"  '  If  I  were  a  researcher 
interested  in  [possible  term],  would  I  appreciate  being  brought  to  this  image?" 

Example:  A  photograph  showing  a  bowling  alley  with  people  at  several  lanes  engaged  in  the  game.  The  indexer 
may  decide  that  Bowling  alleys  and  Bowling  are  both  warranted,  because  the  image  provides  plenty  of  detail  about 
both  the  site  and  the  activity,  but  Bowlers  may  be  unnecessary,  since  the  image  does  not  show  very  clearly  the  types 
of  people  playing  the  game,  what  they  wore,  etc. 

II.C.  PROPER  NAME  INDEXING 

Picture  researchers  usually  find  geographical  and  biographical  access  useful  in  addition  to  topical  subjects. 
Therefore,  picture  repositories  may  want  to  index  under  the  name  of  a  person,  organization,  or  place  in  cases  where 
these  are  represented  in  an  image  and  identified. 

As  described  in  Section  I,  TGM  /  does  not  include  proper  noun  name  headings  for  people,  organizations, 
events,  structures,  or  geographic  places;  its  scope  is  limited  to  subject  categories  only.  In  most  cases,  proper  name 
headings  can  be  found  in  either  the  Library  of  Congress  Name  Authority  File  (personal  names  and  corporate  bodies) 
or  Library  of  Congress  Subject  Headings  (geographic  features,  structures,  events,  etc.).  The  Prints  and  Photographs 
Division  utilizes  the  headings  found  in  these  sources  and  contributes  headings  as  necessary  to  these  national  authority 
files.  Institutions  that  do  not  have  access  to  the  Library  of  Congress  authority  files  will  most  likely  want  to  create 
local  or  shared  authority  files  of  commonly  used  proper  names  in  order  to  maintain  consistency  in  indexing  proper 
name  subjects  of  pictures. 

In  certain  cases,  the  Prints  and  Photographs  Division  appends  subdivisions  to  names  taken  from  or  added 
to  one  of  the  authority  files  cited  above  in  order  to  specify  what  aspects  of  the  subject  are  covered  by  an  image. 
Topical  subdivisions  are  drawn  from  the  lists  given  in  Appendices  A  through  D.  Further  information  about 
subdivision  practice  may  be  found  in  Section  III  below. 

II.D.  GENERIC  AND  SPECIFIC 

TGM  I  tenns  should  be  applied  following  the  principle  of  "specificity,"  which  requires  that  the  most  specific 
term  possible  be  used  to  describe  a  subject.  That  is,  an  image  of  a  rose  is  indexed  under  Roses,  not  under  the 
broader  tenn  Flowers,  and  not  under  both  tenns. 

When  an  image  is  indexed  under  a  proper  name  heading,  however,  both  the  name  heading  and  a  generic 
subject  term  can  be  applied.  For  example.  Department  of  the  Interior  Building  (Washington,  D.C.)  and 
Government  facilities;  Knights  Templar  (Masonic  order)  and  Fraternal  organizations;  Langtry,  Lillie, 
1853-1929,  and  Actresses.  This  double  indexing  practice  is  useful  because,  while  for  some  types  of  research,  picture 
searchers  seek  names  of  specific  people,  places,  and  things,  for  other  types  of  research,  they  want  generic  examples 
of  a  subject  (i.e.,  not  a  particular  named  example)  to  illustrate  a  concept.  It  would  be  asking  a  lot  to  expect 
researchers  to  think  of  the  names  of  all  organizations,  actresses,  or  government  buildings  that  might  be  represented. 
Indexing  for  both  generic  topics  and  specific  instances  is  the  most  satisfactory  solution  to  this  problem. 

Unfortunately,  always  indexing  under  both  generic  and  specific  instances  of  a  subject  can  become  highly 
impractical,  particularly  when  a  catalog  record  requires  many  subject  headings,  or  when  an  institution  can  ill  afford 
the  expense  of  authority  work  necessary  to  establish  headings  for  proper  names.  Responding  to  the  questions  posed 
in  Section  II.A.  and  II.B.  may  help  a  cataloger  decide  where  to  economize  in  the  assignment  of  headings.  That  is, 
rather  than  automatically  assigning  both  generic  and  specific  headings  in  every  case,  the  usefulness  of  each  should 
be  evaluated  in  advance;  only  those  headings  which  provide  access  to  the  most  significant  characteristics  of  images 
being  cataloged  should  be  assigned. 
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When  double  indexing  is  desirable  but  not  feasible,  a  tool  such  as  LCSH,  in  which  there  are  often  cross 
references  between  generic  topics  and  named  instances  (e.g.,  Holidays  see  also  Arbor  Day),  may  compensate  and 
guide  users  among  generic  and  specific  tenns. 

II.E.  SUBJECT  HEADINGS  AS  COMPARED  WITH  GENRE  AND  PHYSICAL  CHARACTERISTIC 
HEADINGS 

Some  pictorial  materials  are  important  as  much  for  their  artifactual  value  as  for  their  subject  content.  The 
distinction  between  topical  tenns  and  geme  or  physical  characteristic  terms  is  critical  in  describing  such  materials, 
since  researchers  often  know  with  great  certainty  whether  they  wish  to  see  examples  of  formats  and  physical  types 
or  images  in  which  fonnats  or  physical  types  constitute  the  subject.  When  a  pictorial  item  is  an  example  of  a  fonnat 
or  physical  type,  this  may  be  indexed  by  selecting  the  appropriate  tenn  from  Thesaurus  for  Graphic  Materials  II: 
Genre  and  Physical  Characteristic  Terms  (TGM  II)  (entered  in  MARC  field  655  or  755).  When  an  image  depicts 
recognizable  types  of  graphic  materials,  a  tenn  from  TGM  II  may  be  used  as  a  topical  heading  (entered  in  MARC 
field  650). 

Example:  A  stereograph  of  a  family  viewing  stereographs  is  indexed  with:  (650)  Stereographs  (for  the  subject  of 
the  image);  (755)  Stereographs  (for  the  physical  characteristic  of  the  item). 

Example:  A  self-portrait  of  an  artist  making  a  self-portrait  is  indexed  with:  (650)  Self-portraits  (for  the  subject  of 
the  image);  (655)  Self-portraits  (for  the  fonnat  of  the  item). 

The  TGM  II  introduction  provides  guidelines  for  construction  and  use  of  655  and  755  fields. 


HI.  SUBJECT  HEADING  STRINGS  AND  SUBDIVISIONS 

TGM  I  terms  are  suited  to  postcoordinate  indexing:  terms  from  the  thesaurus  may  be  listed  separately  to 
cover  all  aspects  of  the  subjects  represented  in  the  image  without  indicating  any  relationships  that  may  exist  among 
the  subjects;  searchers  may  then  combine  tenns  at  the  searching  stage.  For  example,  an  image  showing  women 
involved  in  sports  activities  might  be  assigned  two  separate  headings:  Women  and  Sports.  TGM  I  tenns  may  also 
be  used  as  elements  in  subject  heading  "strings"  in  order  to  bring  out  relationships  among  topics,  as  in  the  subject 
heading  string:  Women— Sports.’'*  A  number  of  factors  must  be  weighed  in  determining  whether  to  rely  on  the 
single  tenn  or  the  subject  heading  string  approach,  including  the  data  entry,  retrieval,  and  display  features  of  the 
system  in  which  the  tenns  will  be  used  and  the  kinds  of  knowledge  and  skills  that  will  be  required  of  indexers  and 
users  of  the  system. 

Subject  heading  strings  that  link  aspects  of  the  subject  covered  (e.g.,  names,  topics,  time  periods,  places) 
and  succinctly  display  these  relationships  have  long  been  used  in  manual  indexing  systems.’^  Even  in  an  age  when 
many  institutions  use  automated  systems  with  Boolean  and  keyword  searching  capabilities  that  enable  searchers  to 


The  term  Women  is  one  of  the  few  TGM  I  terms  identified  for  use  with  topical  subdivisions.  See  Section 
III.D.l  and  Appendix  A. 

This  type  of  indexing  is  generally  referred  to  as  "precoordinate"  indexing.  Lois  Mai  Chan  offers  the 
following  distinction  between  precoordinate  and  postcoordinate  indexing:  "In  a  precoordinate  system,  terms  for  a 
topic  and  its  aspects  are  linked  at  the  time  of  indexing,  with  prepositions  or  other  devices  (punctuation  or  the 
structure  of  the  string)  showing  how  the  terms  interrelate.  In  a  postcoordinate  system,  tenns  for  the  main  subject 
and  its  aspects  are  simply  listed  separately."  Library  of  Congress  Subject  Headings:  Principles  and  Application. 
2nd  ed.  (Littleton,  Colorado:  Libraries  Unlimited,  Inc.,  1986),  37. 
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specify  desired  combinations  of  subject  characteristics  at  the  searching  stage,  subject  heading  strings  can  still  prove 
of  value.  Explicitly  linking  together  aspects  of  a  subject  may  help  searchers  avoid,  or  at  least  more  quickly  identify 
and  weed  out,  "false  drops"— retrieval  results  where  the  relation  between  two  or  more  subjects  specified  by  the 
searcher  is  not  what  the  searcher  intended.  The  researcher  interested  in  images  of  women  engaging  in  sports  may 
find  a  number  of  records  that  include  the  subjects  Women  and  Sports,  including  images  of  women  watching  sports 
and  images  of  women  picketing  sports  events;  the  subject  heading  string  Women— Sports,  however,  enables  the 
researcher  to  identify  quickly  those  images  that  show  women  doing  sports.  Linkage  of  this  sort  can  be  particularly 
useful  when  a  single  catalog  record  covers  multiple  subjects  taking  place  in  multiple  locations  at  multiple  times,  as 
is  sometimes  the  case  in  records  for  groups  of  images.^® 

Searchers  should  not  have  to  construct  and  enter  long  strings  of  terms  and  subdivisions  just  to  see  what 
might  be  available  on  their  topic.  But  such  strings  can  be  useful  in  orienting  the  searcher  when  a  large  result  is 
returned  in  response  to  a  keyword  search.  Although  there  is  some  evidence  that  multiple  screens  of  subdivided 
headings  confuse  users  of  online  catalogs,  it  is  also  true  that  well-designed,  easily  browsed  displays  of  subject 
heading  strings  can  help  users  to  (1)  develop  a  conceptual  framework  of  how  information  in  the  catalog  is  organized 
and  (2)  winnow  large  sets  of  results  down  to  the  material  most  appropriate  to  the  searcher’s  need.'^  For  instance, 
a  display  such  as: 

Women-Political  activity 
Women— Social  life 
Women— Spiritual  life 
Women-Sports 

might  be  doubly  useful  to  the  researcher  interested  in  depictions  of  women,  making  it  possible  to  hone  in  on  the 
particular  aspect  of  the  topic  most  of  interest  and,  at  the  same  time,  suggesting  possible  related  aspects. 

Significant  as  the  virtues  of  precoordinated  terms  may  be  for  retrieval  and  display,  some  institutions  may 
find  that  their  system  is  not  designed  to  take  advantage  of  the  benefits.  Others  may  find  that  the  benefits  are 
outweighed  by  the  effort  required  to  maintain  consistency  in  the  elements  and  sequence  of  elements  included  in 
strings  or  by  the  extra  data  entry  involved  in  repeating  geographic  and  chronological  subdivisions  under  multiple 
topical  headings  in  the  same  record.  Outlined  below  are  some  of  the  subdivision  practices  employed  by  the  Prints 
and  Photographs  Division.  Use  of  nationality,  geographic,  chronological,  and  topical  subdivisions,  however,  is 
optional.

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m.A.  NATIONALITY  SUBDIVISIONS 


A  facet  indicator  for  nationality  is  added  selectively  to  terms  for  certain  occupations,  activities,  and  objects. 
The  facet  is  used  to  indicate  a  national  association,  particularly  in  cases  where  the  subject  either  operates  on  behalf 
of  a  nation  or  where  its  occurrence  outside  its  nation  of  origin  is  likely  to  be  of  interest.  Nationality  terms  are 
drawn,  wherever  possible,  from  LCSH. 


Examples:  [Thesaurus]

(Note:  Because  of  P&P’s  extensive  American  Civil  War  holdings,  the  nationality  facet  has  been  added  to  a  number 
of  headings  in  order  to  be  able  to  append  the  "nationality"  designation  "-Confederate"  or  "—Union.") 

MARC  coding:  Nationality  subdivisions  are  assigned  subfield  code  "x." 


m.B.  GEOGRAPHIC  SUBDIVISIONS 


Important  geographical  infonnation  may  be  embodied  in  images.  A  number  of  questions  commonly  arise 
regarding  the  best  means  of  providing  geographic  access,  partly  because  the  MARC  format  offers  a  number  of  fields 
in  which  geographic  designations  may  be  encoded.  Use  of  geographic  subdivisions  has  been  expanded  in  this  edition 
of  TGM  I  because  in  a  MARC  record  environment  it  is,  at  present,  one  of  the  best  methods  for  (1)  providing 
hierarchical  access  to  places,  enabling  keyword  retrieval  by  specific  place  name  as  well  as  by  the  larger  geographic 
entity  in  which  the  place  is  located  and  (2)  making  a  clear  linkage  between  topic  and  place,  so  as  to  avoid  confusion 
when  multiple  topics  and  multiple  places  are  recorded  in  a  single  catalog  record.*®  P&P  does  not  employ  a 
technique  found  in  LCSH  for  subdividing  place  names  by  topics  (e.g.,  Chicago  (III.)— Commerce)  because  this  does 
not  offer  as  predictable  a  form  of  hierarchical  place  name  access;  moreover,  constructing  such  headings  requires 
additional  indexing  effort  with  little  added  benefit  in  systems  featuring  keyword  retrieval  and  for  a  collection  that 
comprises  all  areas  of  the  world.  The  [place]-[topic]  technique  may  be  of  more  value  in  manual  systems  or 
automated  systems  that  do  not  have  keyword  searching  capability.  It  may  also  be  useful  in  geographically  oriented 
collections  where  it  is  important  to  be  able  to  browse  under  place  name  for  all  aspects  of  a  particular  geographic 
place.  Institutions  that  are  trying  to  match  headings  that  are  used  on  records  for  books  and  other  materials  cataloged 
using  LCSH  may  also  find  it  desirable  to  follow  this  practice.*® 

A  facet  indicator  for  geographic  subdivision  is  added  to  terms  for  natural  geographical  features,  structures, 
and  objects  which  have  fixed  locations;  to  most  activity  terms;  as  well  as  to  other  tenns  where  locale  is  deemed  both 
a  distinguishable  and  a  distinguishing  feature.  The  geographic  subdivision  is  understood  to  indicate  place  of 
depiction  (as  opposed  to,  for  example,  place  of  origin),  unle.ss  a  cataloger’s  note  specifies  otherwise.  (Users  of 
TGM  I  may  find  tenns  that  do  not  have  a  geographic  facet  indicator,  although  a  geographic  subdivision  may  seem 


*®  There  has  been  some  discussion  of  modifying  an  existing  USMARC  field  or  creating  a  new  one  in  order 
to  make  it  possible  to  provide  hierarchical  geographic  subject  access,  perhaps  down  to  the  street  address  level.

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appropriate.  To  make  sure  geographic  subdivisions  are  used  consistently,  indexers  may  wish  to  annotate  their  copies 
of  the  thesaurus  if  they  decide  to  use  a  geographic  subdivision  with  a  heading  where  the  geographic  facet  indicator 
does  not  presently  appear.) 


Following  Z,C5//  practice,  geographic  subdivisions  are  constructed  in  indirect  order  (i.e.,  broader  place  name 
preceding  narrower  place  name).  The  facet  indicator  [country  or  state]“[city]  merely  suggests  the  general  pattern; 
as  appropriate,  catalogers  substitute  names  of  regions  or  specific  geographic  features.  Geographic  names  are  taken 
from  ICS//  and  the  LC  Name  Authority  File,  or  are  formulated  according  to  guidelines  on  choice  of  name  found 
in  the  Anglo-American  Cataloguing  Rules.  The  Library  of  Congress’  Subject  Cataloging  Manual:  Subject  Headings 
(Section  H  830)  specifies  subdivision  practice  for  various  types  of  geographic  entities.  For  instance,  sites  in  the 
United  States  are  subdivided  first  by  state  (not  by  country)  and  then  by  the  lowest  appropriate  geographic  jurisdiction 
or  feature  (other  than  named  sections  of  cities).  Geographic  features  that  span  more  than  two  jurisdictions  are 
entered  without  interposing  a  broader  geographic  name.

III.C.  CHRONOLOGICAL  SUBDIVISIONS 


Consistent  use  of  chronological  subdivisions  is  an  aid  to  organizing  images  or  descriptions  of  images  of  a 
particular  subject  in  an  ascending  or  descending  date  order,  resulting  in  a  file  arrangement  that  presents  the  evolution 
of  the  subject  over  time. 

All  TGM  /  tenns  may  be  subdivided  chronologically.  P&P  has  generally  based  the  chronological  subdivision 
on  the  year  of  execution,  i.e.,  the  year  that  the  material  being  cataloged  was  created.  When  an  image  portrays  a 
subject  whose  chronological  orientation  is  significantly  different  from  the  year  in  which  the  original  image  was  made 
(for  instance,  a  lithograph  made  in  1924  depicting  a  scene  from  the  American  Revolution),  it  may  be  desirable  to 
base  the  subdivision  on  the  year  of  depiction. 

Since  all  tenns  may  be  subdivided  chronologically,  this  facet  is  not  enumerated  under  each  tenn  in  the 
thesaurus.  Each  institution  must  detennine  its  own  scheme  for  chronological  subdivision.  In  order  to  provide  a 
predictable  set  of  dates  in  systems  which  do  not  feature  truncation  or  range-searching,  P&P  has  adopted  a  practice 
of  subdividing  by  the  decade(s)  span  that  encompasses  the  year(s)  of  execution/depiction. 
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Example:  Photograph  taken  of  lion  hunting  in  Africa  in  1933. 

[Thesaurus]  Lion  hunting 

[Indexing  string]  Lion  hunting— Africa-1930-1940 

Example:  Engraving  made  between  1822  and  1865  that  shows  a  theater  in  Atlanta. 

[Thesaurus]  Theaters 

—[country  or  state]-[city] 

[Indexing  string]  Theaters— Georgia— Atlanta— 1820-1870 

Example:  Cartoon  drawn  in  1955  showing  a  Confederate  general  during  the  Civil  War. 

[Thesaurus]  Generals 

-[nationality]-[country  or  state]-[city] 

[Indexing  string]  GeneraIs-Confederate-1860-1870 

MARC  coding:  Chronological  subdivisions  are  assigned  subfield  code  "y." 

III.D.  TOPICAL  SUBDIVISIONS 

The  Prints  and  Photographs  Division  has  devised  topical  subdivisions  to  be  used  in  combination  with  four 
categories  of  Name  headings  from  LCSH  or  the  LC  Name  Authority  File  and  with  six  TGM  I  headings  for  classes 
of  persons.  These  subdivisions  have  been  included  in  Appendices  A  through  D  for  the  convenience  of  users  of  Prints 
and  Photographs  Division  records  and  for  other  institutions  that  might  find  them  useful. 

(1)  Appendix  A:  Subdivisions  Used  With  Names  of  Ethnic.  Racial,  and  Regional  Groups  and  With  Cla.sses  of 

Persons  (e.g.,  Hawaiians,  Indians  of  North  America,  Mexican  Americans)  and  six  particular  classes  of  persons 
(Aged  persons;  Children;  Handicapped  persons;  Indigenous  peoples;  Men;  and  Women).  Names  of  ethnic, 
racial,  and  regional  groups  come  from  LCSH\  the  six  classes  of  persons  are  tenns  found  in  TGM  I.  The  subject 
heading  strings  are  entered  in  MARC  field  650. 

(2)  Appendix  B:  Subdivisions  Used  With  Names  of  Persons  (e.g.,  Elizabeth  I,  Queen  of  England,  1533-1605; 
Washington,  George,  1732-1799).  Names  are  taken  from  the  Library  of  Congress  Name  Authority  File  or 
formulated  according  to  AACR2  guidelines.  The  subject  heading  strings  are  entered  in  MARC  field  600. 

(3)  Appendix  C:  Subdivisions  Used  With  Names  of  Wars  (e.g.,  Spanish  American  War,  1898;  United  States— 
History— Civil  War,  1861-1865;  World  War,  1939-1945).  The  names  come  ixom  LCSH.  Depending  on  the  nature 
of  the  heading,  the  subject  heading  strings  are  entered  in  MARC  field  650  or  651. 

(4)  Appendix  D:  Subdivisions  Used  With  Corporate  Bodies  and  Named  Events  (e.g..  Fort  Monroe  (Va.);  National 
Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Colored  People;  United  States.  Army,  Cavalry,  6th;  World’s  Columbian 
Exposition  (1893  :  Chicago  :  III.)).  Names  come  from  the  Library  of  Congress  Name  Authority  File.  Depending 
on  the  nature  of  the  heading,  the  subject  heading  strings  are  entered  in  MARC  field  610,  611,  650,  or  651. 

Institutions  using  TGM  I  may  decide,  for  a  variety  of  reasons,  not  to  make  use  of  these  topical  subdivisions. 
Since  public  notes  (PN’s)  appearing  under  many  tenns  in  the  thesaurus  mention  related  subdivisions  to  search  under, 
institutions  that  do  not  use  the  subdivisions  will  probably  want  to  alert  their  users  to  this  fact. 

The  question  sometimes  arises  whether  the  [proper  name]-[subdivision]  combination  and  the  corresponding 
TGM  I  topical  tenn  from  the  main  thesaurus  list  should  both  be  used  in  the  same  record.  P&P’s  practice  is  generally 
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to  supply  the  [proper  name]— [subdivision]  combination  for  the  broad  subject  matter  of  the  image  and  to  supply 
TGM  I  tenns  for  the  specific  "of’s"  and  "about’s." 

Example:  Image  of  airplane  production  in  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  during  World  War  II. 

World  War,  1939-1945— Economic  &  industrial  aspects— Texas— Fort  Worth 
Airplane  industry— Texas— Fort  Worth— 1940-1950 

NOT 

World  War,  1939-1945— Economic  &  industrial  aspects— Texas— Fort  Worth 
Industrial  aspects  of  war— Texas— Forth  Worth— 1940-1950 

MARC  coding:  When  topical  subdivisions  from  TGM  I  are  used  with  a  heading  from  LCSH  or  the  LC  Name 
Authority  File,  the  second  indicator  is  "4"  ("source  not  specified").  The  topical  subdivision  is  assigned  subfield  code 


Example:  650  -4  =|=a  World  War,  1939-1945  Economic  &  industrial  aspects  =j=z  Texas 

III.E.  COMBINING  SUBDIVISIONS 

In  general,  any  and  all  subdivisions  appropriate  for  an  image  or  group  of  images  are  used.  Chronological 
subdivisions  may  be  eliminated,  however,  from  certain  types  of  subject  heading  strings  that  commonly  include 
specific  dates,  such  as  headings  for  wars  and  other  events,  in  order  to  avoid  redundancy  and  potential  confusion. 
P&P  catalogers  supply  nationality  and  geographic  subdivisions  depending  upon  what  is  known  from  caption 
infomiation— research  is  not  usually  conducted  to  discover  this  information.  Subdivisions  for  both  nationality  and 
country  are  used,  even  when  they  refer  to  the  same  nation,  because  each  conveys  a  different  type  of  information 
(national  affiliation  in  the  one  case,  place  of  depiction  in  the  other).  Moreover,  despite  the  apparent  redundancy, 
using  each  type  of  subdivision  consistently  leads  to  greater  predictability  in  retrieval. 

The  order  of  elements  in  the  subject  heading  string  is:  [tenn]— [topical  subdivision]— [nationality]— [country  or  state]— 
[city]-[chronological  subdivision].  Elements  not  accounted  for  are  simply  left  out. 

Examples:  Arms  &  armament— Italian— Italy— 1910-1920 

International  economic  assistance-American-Greece-1940-1950 
Women— Employment— New  York  (State)— Albany— 1920 

(See  instructions  in  the  appendices  for  further  information  on  usage.) 


IV.  INDEXING  FOR  MANUAL  FILES 

In  manual  systems,  whether  in  the  form  of  a  card  catalog  or  a  vertical  file  of  pictures,  only  the  first  word  in  the 
subject  heading  string  can  be  searched.  Alternative  indexing  techniques  may  be  needed  to  enable  researchers  to 
retrieve  an  image  by  its  various  aspects  and  to  find  it  in  close  proximity  to  related  images.  These  techniques  might 
include  indexing  separately  for  topical  and  geographic  aspects  of  the  image  and  double  indexing  images  at  more  than 
one  level  of  a  hierarchy  of  terms.  For  example,  a  beach  scene  in  Santa  Monica,  California,  could  be  indexed  under 
Santa  Monica  (Calif.);  California;  and  Beaches-Califomia-Santa  Monica.  Automated  systems  that  feature 
keyword  searching  would  require  only  the  last  heading  in  order  to  make  all  three  concepts  fully  accessible. 
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Institutions  may  also  find  it  useful  to  subdivide  selected  broad  tenns  (BT)  by  their  narrower  tenns  (NT)  in 
order  to  collocate  related  materials  in  browsing  files,  as  well  as  to  subdivide  generic  TGM  I  tenns  by  proper  names 
rather  than  double  indexing  in  the  manner  described  in  Section  II. D.  These  techniques  are  nm  authorized  for  use 
in  MARC  records,  but  may  be  used  in  local  card  catalogs  and  vertical  files. 


Example:  Animals 

NT  Tapirs 

becomes  Animals— Tapirs 

Example:  Industry 

NT  Tobacco  industry 
becomes  Industry-Tobacco  industry 


Example:  Fraternal  organizations 

becomes  Fraternal  organizations— Knights  Templar  (Masonic  order) 

Example:  Religious  groups 

becomes  Religious  groups— Buddhists 


If  this  technique  is  used,  it  may  be  helpful  to  searchers  who  begin  by  looking  under  specific  tenns  if  cross- 
references  are  supplied  to  point  them  to  the  broader  topic  under  which  they  should  search. 


V.  PROPOSALS  FOR  NEW  TERMS  AND  CHANGES 


Although  there  is  no  fonnal  program  for  submitting  new  tenns  and  requests  for  changes  to  TGM  I,  the 
thesaurus  editor  welcomes  users’  comments  and  questions.  Proposals  for  new  terms  are  considered,  if  their 
application  is  clear  and  general  enough  to  be  useful  in  indexing  collections  of  historical  images  such  as  those  found 
in  P&P.  Inquiries  should  be  addressed  to:  TGM  I  Editor,  Processing  Section,  Prints  and  Photographs  Division, 
Library  of  Congress,  Washington,  D.C.  20540-4840. 

VI.  FUTURE  PROSPECTS  FOR  TGM  I 


TGM  I  has  been  developed  using  available  technologies  to  support  P&P’s  cataloging  and  reference  activities. 
As  such,  it  forms  one  component  of  P&P’s  long-tenn  vision  of  promoting  access  to  still  images.  That  vision 
includes  linking  P&P’s  bibliographic  records  to  its  thesauri  (and,  wherever  possible,  electronic  images).  Such  linkage 
would  promote  both  indexing  and  retrieval.  Ideally  it  would  include  a  searching  capability  that  takes  advantage  of 
the  links  provided  in  TGM  I  among  broader,  narrower  and  related  terms.  This  would  enable  a  researcher  to  request, 
for  instance,  all  images  of  musical  instruments,  including  those  indexed  with  the  term  Musical  instiniments  as  well 
as  those  indexed  with  terms  that  are  cited  as  narrower  tenns  to  Musical  in.strunients  (Lutes,  Pianos,  etc.). 
Similarly,  the  researcher  who  finds  nothing  relevant  under  the  term  Navigation  could  request  the  system  to  search 
under  the  RTs  cited  in  TGM  I  in  order  to  see  if  more  useful  material  turns  up. 
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Some  institutions  that  may  be  closer  to  realizing  such  a  goal  have  requested  TGM  I  in  machine-readable 
form.  In  the  near  future,  automated  editions  of  TGM  I  are  expected  to  become  available  through  one  or  more  of  the 
following  avenues:  Internet,  as  a  text  file;  Internet,  with  Lexico  software;  Cataloger’s  Desktop,  a  CD-ROM;  ASCII 
text  file  on  a  diskette.  No  work  has  begun,  however,  to  convert  the  terms  to  the  MARC  Authority  Format. 
Expressions  of  interest  in  a  particular  automated  fonnat  would  be  appreciated. 
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TGM  I:  SAMPLE  CATALOG  RECORDS  AND  ILLUSTRATIONS 

The  following  catalog  records  and  illustrations  demonstrate  how  TGM  I  and  TGM  II  terms,  TGM  I  appendix 
subdivisions,  and  headings  from  the  LC  authority  files  are  used  in  combination  to  provide  subject  and  genre/form 
access  to  images  in  Library  of  Congress  collections.  The  examples  (shown  with  MARC  format  field  tags)  represent 
both  item-level  and  group-level  cataloging  and  a  variety  of  material:  photographs,  prints,  political  cartoons,  and 
architectural  drawings.  The  captions  highlight  application  guidelines  discussed  in  the  Introduction.  Wherever  possible, 
the  sample  record  on  the  left-hand  page  corresponds  to  the  image  in  the  same  position  on  the  opposite  page.

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TGM  II:  INTRODUCTION 


The  Thesaurus  for  Graphic  Materials  II:  Genre  and  Physical  Characteristic  Terms  (TGM  II)  is  the  second 
edition  of  Descriptive  Terms  for  Graphic  Materials:  Genre  and  Physical  Characteristic  Headings  (1986).  This 
thesaurus  was  developed  by  the  Library  of  Congress  Prints  and  Photographs  Division,  with  input  from  other 
archival  image  repositories.  The  new  name  reflects  its  role  as  a  companion  to  Thesaurus  for  Graphic  Materials 
I:  Subject  Headings  (TGM  I).  The  cataloging  code  for  the  first  edition,  gmgpc,  has  been  retained. 


I.  BACKGROUND 

Access  to  graphic  materials  in  libraries  and  archival  collections  frequently  has  been  limited  to  retrieval  by  subject 
content  and  names  of  creators.  Although  catalog  records  often  include  information  on  genre  and  physical 
characteristics,  researchers  have  not  always  had  ready  access  to  it.  A  student  of  lithography,  for  example,  may  be 
compelled  to  consult  reference  books  for  names  of  printmakers  likely  to  have  produced  lithographs,  then  to  search 
a  library’s  catalog  of  prints  for  artists’  names,  and,  finally,  examine  each  catalog  record  to  find  those  for  litho¬ 
graphs.  A  scholar  investigating  the  cultural  impact  of  photographically  illustrated  books  may  be  forced  to  rely  on 
a  few  published  bibliographies,  in-house  example  files,  staff  memory,  and  chance  discoveries  to  locate  examples 
of  such  works.  As  graphic  collections  grow  and  catalog  records  accumulate,  it  is  clear  that  additional  access  points 
greatly  facilitate  research  related  to  functional  categories,  production  contexts,  and  artifactual  aspects  of  graphic 
materials.' 

A  single  list  of  standard  terms  from  which  catalogers  and  researchers  can  choose  indexing  and  retrieval  vocabulary 
was  needed,  along  with  widely  accepted  provisions  for  applying  the  terms  as  access  points.  The  first  edition  of 
Descriptive  Terms  for  Graphic  Materials:  Genre  and  Physical  Characteristic  Headings  (GMGPC)  appeared  in  1986. 
Before  then,  the  lack  of  such  a  list  and  cataloging  guidelines  was  a  problem  because  of  the  great  variety  of  media 
and  pictorial  types  and  because  of  the  broad  range  of  users  of  graphic  materials,  whose  knowledge  and  experience 
vary.  While  an  extensive  and  often  informal  vocabulary  is  employed  in  the  descriptive  portion  of  the  catalog  record, 
indexing  terms  should  be  controlled.  Reconciling  variant  terms  by  designating  a  preferred  indexing  term  not  only 
simplifies  the  cataloger’s  task  but  also  makes  retrieval  more  efficient.  For  example,  the  standard  term  "dry  plate 
negatives"  collocates  "silver  gelatin  glass  negatives,"  "glass  plates,"  and  "dry  plates."  Furthermore,  the  terms  for 
indexing  graphic  materials  can  be  used  most  effectively  when  presented  within  the  structure  of  a  thesaurus  designed 
to  establish  relationships  and  guide  users. 

While  TGM  II  can  be  used  in  a  variety  of  cataloging  systems,  it  was  created  primarily  in  response  to  the  needs  of 
institutions  using  the  communications  format  called  MAchine-Readable  Cataloging  (MARC)  for  their  automated 
catalog  records.  In  1979,  the  Independent  Research  Libraries  Association  (IRLA)  recommended  in  "Proposals  for 
Establishing  Standards  for  the  Cataloguing  of  Rare  Books  and  Specialized  Research  Materials  in  Machine-Readable 
Form"  the  addition  of  two  new  fields  to  the  MARC  format  for  terms  indicating  genre  and  publishing/physical 
aspects.  In  1980,  the  field  655  was  authorized  for  genre  headings  and  in  1984  field  755  was  authorized  for  physical

Bibliographic  Data? 

IRLA  asked  the  Standards  Committee  of  the  Rare  Books  and  Manuscripts  Section  of  the  Association  of  College  and 
Research  Libraries  to  develop  thesauri  appropriate  for  rare  books  and  special  collections.  The  lack  of  vocabulary 
to  index  book  illustrations  led  the  Committee  to  encourage  staff  of  the  Library  of  Congress  Prints  and  Photographs 
Division  to  expand  and  integrate  several  of  their  genre  and  physical  description  lists  into  a  thesaurus  constructed 
according  to  guidelines  set  out  by  the  American  National  Standards  Institute.''  The  result  was  Descriptive  Terms 
for  Graphic  Materials:  Genre  and  Physical  Characteristic  Headings  with  513  authorized  terms  and  290  cross 
references.  When  the  second  edition,  TGM  II,  closed  for  publication  in  June  1994,  it  had  600  authorized  terms  and 
448  cross  references,  a  15%  increase  in  postable  terms. 


11.  SCOPE  AND  PURPOSE 

In  the  context  of  TGM  II,  genre  headings  denote  distinctive  categories  of  material:  an  established  class  of  pictorial 
types  (PORTRAITS),  a  vantage  point  or  method  of  projection  (BIRD’S-EYE  VIEWS;  PERSPECTIVE  PROJECTIONS),  or 
intended  purpose  (ADVERTISEMENTS;  COMPETITION  DRAWINGS).  Some  indicate  characteristics  of  an  image’s  creator 
(STUDENT  WORKS)  or  a  publication  status  or  occasion  (CENSORED  works;  new  year  cards).  Others  imply  a  sub¬ 
ject  but  also  designate  a  method  of  representation  (ABSTRACT  WORKS;  LANDSCAPES).  Terms  denoting  artistic 
movements  and  styles  are  not  included  in  this  definition  of  genre.  Physical  characteristic  headings  designate  graphic 
materials  distinguished  by  production  processes  or  techniques  (albumen  prints),  production  stages  or  versions 
(proofs;  reproductions),  instrument  employed  (pinhole  camera  photographs;  airbrush  works),  markings 
(watermarks),  shape  and  size  (SCROLLS;  MINIATURE  WORKS),  and  other  physical  aspects  of  graphic  materials.

TGM  11  terms  are: 

■  applicable  to  two-dimensional,  chiefly  pictorial,  graphic  materials  (among  them,  prints,  photographs,  drawings, 
and  ephemera)  whether  they  are  part  of  a  book,  or  in  a  manuscript,  graphic,  or  other  collection; 

■  applicable  to  some  non-pictorial  and  three-dimensional  material  commonly  found  in  graphic  collections,  such  as 
visiting  cards  and  photograph  cases; 

■  appropriate  for  materials  commonly  found  in  general  graphic  collections  of  research  libraries  and  historical  socie¬ 
ties.  (Thus,  there  are  more  terms  for  photographs  and  historical  prints  than  for  fine  prints,  drawings,  and  paintings. 
There  are  few  terms  for  educational  audiovisual  materials.) 


TGM  11  terms  will: 

■  assist  research  into  the  development  and  distribution  of  a  particular  genre  or  technical  process; 

■  aid  retrieval  of  information  about  aspects  of  graphic  materials  frequently  requested  by  people  who  want  to 
understand  how  a  certain  technique  is  performed; 

■  aid  selection  of  materials  for  exhibitions  or  class  demonstrations; 

■  assist  collection  preservation,  since  collections  are  handled  less  when  the  catalog  provides  more  specific  access; 

■  help  collection  management  by  providing,  for  example,  the  information  needed  to  calculate  the  quantity  of  glass 
transparencies  held  by  an  institution; 

■  aid  cataloging,  since  pinpointing  a  process  or  format  may  help  to  date  or  identify  an  image; 

■  make  cataloging  more  consistent  and  encourage  specificity  by  providing  standard  terminology  in  a  ready  reference 
format; 

■  assist  institutions  in  disseminating  information  about  their  collections  through  database  networks  or  other  means. 


For  example,  genre  and  physical  characteristic  terms  will  make  it  easier  for  the  student  of  lithography  to  find 
examples  of  lithographs;  indeed,  the  student  could  narrow  the  search  to  lithographic  posters  printed  in  Germany 
between  1900  and  1920.  Or,  by  using  these  headings,  the  scholar  can  rapidly  retrieve  photographically  illustrated 
books. 


III.  SYNTAX  AND  STRUCTURE 

In  accordance  with  thesaurus  construction  standards,  terms  usually  represent  single  concepts  and  are  plural  nouns 
with  phrases  in  natural  language  order.  English  words  follow  American  spelling  practice.  The  draft  NISO 
thesaurus  standard  suggests  that  all  homographs  receive  a  qualifier  to  distinguish  those  words  that  have  the  same 
spelling  and  different  meanings. 


Example: 


CARTOONS  (COMMENTARY) 
CARTOONS  (WORKING  DRAWINGS) 
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Thus,  the  second  edition  includes  qualifiers;  most  were  chosen  by  consensus  in  the  Working  Group  on  Form  and 
Genre  Vocabulary  (WGFGV).^  More  qualifiers  are  likely  to  be  added  as  the  WGFGV  completes  its  review  of  terms. 

The  thesaurus  structure  is  intended  to  help  both  catalogers  and  researchers  select  the  term(s)  most  appropriate  for 
indexing  and  retrieval.  Terms  appear  in  alphabetical  order  and  are  listed  in  word-by-word  filing  sequence.  Scope 
notes  (here  called  "public  notes")  define  the  terms  in  the  context  of  the  thesaurus.  Associations  between  terms  are 
indicated  by  the  convention  of  broader,  narrower,  related,  and  "used  for"  relationships.  Terms  listed  under  a  heading 
also  appear  in  the  alphabetical  filing  sequence  with  the  reciprocal  relationship  noted.  For  example,  the  term 
EPHEMERA  has  LABELS  listed  as  a  narrower  term,  and  the  term  labels  has  ephemera  listed  as  its  broader  term. 

The  difference  between  genres  and  physical  characteristics  may  be  unclear,  for  example,  with  terms  like  BROADSIDES, 
in  which  purpose  is  closely  identified  with  one  physical  manifestation.  In  order  to  simplify  the  assignment  of  MARC 
field  tags,  each  term  entry  includes  a  cataloger’s  note  suggesting  the  appropriate  MARC  field.  Each  institution  may, 

however,  choose  its  own  field  assignments;  some  may  prefer  to  use  only  the  form-genre  field  (655)  for  the  entire 
vocabulary.® 


Notes  and  relationships: 

PN:  Public  note  -  defines  the  scope  of  a  term. 

CN.  Cataloger  s  note  -  guides  indexers  in  selecting  a  term;  for  thesaurus  maintenance,  records  other  notes  in  which 
the  term  appears. 


HN:  History  note  -  accounts  for  earlier  ways  in  which  a  term  appeared  in  the  list,  in  particular  terms  that  formerly 
appe^ed  as  non-preferred  (UF)  terms;  also,  prompts  the  catalog  user  to  search  under  earlier  forms  of  headings  in 
case  headings  in  a  catalog  have  not  been  updated  to  the  current  forms. 

Example;  Gem  photographs:  HN:  Changed  5/89.  Formerly,  Gem  photographs  may  have  been

The  public  note  provides  definitions  for  about  90%  of  the  terms.  The  undefined  terms  are  chiefly  fine  art  or 
printmaking  terms  that  can  be  found  in  commonly  available  dictionaries.  The  definitions  have  an  American  bias, 
particularly  in  the  dates  of  popular  usage  and  sizes  that  are  cited.  Most  definitions  have  been  modified  to  reflect 
their  application  within  the  context  of  this  thesaurus;  none  should  be  considered  too  rigidly.  The  experimental 
techniques  and  subtle  variations  in  many  graphic  processes  preclude  complete  precision.  The  definitions  are  usually 
derived  from  several  sources  listed  in  the  bibliography.  Those  based  chiefly  on  one  source  mention  the  source,  e.g., 
[AAT]  for  Art  and  Architecture  Thesaurus. 

While  this  thesaurus  does  not  require  facets  to  subdivide  headings,  such  information  may  be  added  to  a  term  to 
indicate  where  the  cataloged  material  was  made,  when,  and  whether  it  is  in  color.  General  guidelines  for  sub¬ 
divisions,  as  well  as  examples,  are  given  in  section  V.6  of  this  introduction. 

The  Classed  Display  and  Hierarchical  Display,  which  appeared  in  the  first  edition,  have  been  discontinued.  They 
were  not  used  enough  to  warrant  their  updating. 


IV.  TERM  SELECTION  AND  FORMULATION 

TGM  II  is  designed  to  provide  terms  for  access  to  categories  of  media  and  formats  rather  than  to  enumerate  terms 
for  indexing  every  conceivable  aspect  of  graphic  materials.  It  is  not  an  exhaustive  glossary.  The  degree  of  term 
specificity  is  meant  to  permit  reasonably  direct  searches  to  locate  the  most  commonly  requested  examples  of  graphic 
materials.  Some  terms  for  relatively  rare  material  have  been  included,  when  such  materials  are  commonly  requested 
and  hard  to  locate. 

The  need  for  access  to  categories  of  material  outweighed  the  desire  for  access  to  very  specific  types  that  require 
great  technical  expertise,  considerable  analysis,  or  elaborate  tests  in  order  for  the  cataloger  to  assign  a  term.  The 
identification  of  some  processes  may,  in  fact,  depend  entirely  on  the  presence  of  manufacturers’  labels,  captions, 
imprints,  or  accompanying  information.  However,  retrieval  of  some  formats  and  physical  types  that  are  difficult 
to  recognize  cannot  be  neglected.  For  example,  while  it  may  be  excessive  to  analyze  every  photographic  print  for 
indexing  by  a  specific  photographic  process,  terms  have  been  included  for  processes  that  are  fairly  readily  identified 
and  that  could  help  meet  the  demand  for  study  examples. 

The  variety  of  material  found  in  graphic  collections  prompted  some  modification  of  ambiguous  informal 
terminology.  For  example,  in  a  purely  photographic  collection,  the  words  "prints"  and  "negatives"  may  suffice. 
In  a  mixed  collection  or  in  a  database  of  records  for  a  variety  of  material,  however,  "prints"  is  better  reserved  for 
engravings  and  related  media,  while  "photographic  prints"  refers  without  confusion  to  photographs.  Such  formal 
vocabulary  is  necessary  for  indexing  purposes,  even  though  the  notes  in  the  catalog  record  continue  to  be  expressed 
in  informal  language.’ 


’  Use  of  the  terms  "photoprints"  and  "photonegatives"  from  the  first  edition  has  been  supplanted  by  the  widely  used 
terms  "photographic  prints"  (and  its  narrower  terms,  for  example,  "silver  gelatin  prints")  and  "negatives."  This  change  was 
made  in  response  to  requests  from  many  thesaurus  users,  despite  the  possible  problems  in  searching  a  database  for  "prints" 
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Based  on  experience  gained  since  the  first  edition,  terms  have  been  added  to  specify  graphic  material  content  and 
distinguish  it  from  textual  genres.  This  has  been  done  because  so  much  pictorial  material  is  found  in  catalogs  for 
mixed  or  textual  collections. 

Examples:  PICTORIAL  ENVELOPES  (instead  of  just  Envelopes) 

PRINTMAKING  EQUIPMENT  (instead  of  just  Equipment) 

Graphic  designs  and  their  finished  products  (e.g.,  BOOK  jackets)  are  in  the  category  of  materials  in  which  pictorial 
content  is  implicit  in  the  term,  so  the  word  "Pictorial"  is  not  part  of  the  phrase;  the  design  work  may  also  be 
indexed  with  GRAPHIC  design  drawings.  Different  manifestations  of  an  object  type  are  also  brought  together  under 
the  same  term;  all  possible  physical  forms  of  a  genre  are  not  given  special  terms.  Thus,  PLAYING  CARDS  includes 
both  the  cut  and  uncut  sheets.  With  architectural  drawings,  which  may  be  hand-drawn,  photographic,  or 
printed,  separate  headings  such  as  blueprints  are  used  to  convey  the  physical  characteristics. 

As  in  the  first  edition  of  this  thesaurus,  certain  types  of  vocabulary  have  been  excluded.  Terms  that  describe  art 
movements  or  styles  as  well  as  those  requiring  subjectivejudgment,  such  as  documentary  photographs,  pictorialism, 
propaganda,  and  primitive  paintings,  are  beyond  the  scope  of  TGM  II. 

Terms  that  combine  broad  subject  categories  and  forms  have,  however,  begun  to  be  included,  thus  providing  more 
direct  access  to  well-established  categories  of  material  that  catalog  users  are  likely  to  request,  e.g. ,  BASEBALL  CARDS 
and  BOTANICAL  ILLUSTRATIONS.  The  fullest  example  is  under  posters.  (For  example,  instead  of  searching  a 
database  for  the  topical  term  DANCE  and  the  form  term  POSTERS,  now  one  can  search  for  DANCE  POSTERS.)  TTie 
phrases  reflect  typical  categories  for  filing  posters,  listing  them  in  auction  catalogs,  or  writing  about  them  in  books. 
The  phrases  also  draw  together  posters  which  may  have  many  different  subject  headings  that  cannot  be  easily 
retrieved  together,  e.g.,  war  POSTERS  indexed  under  the  names  of  many  different  wars;  POLITICAL  POSTERS  indexed 
under  presidential  elections,  protest  movements,  and  other  subjects. 


The  new  edition  also  includes  a  few  historic  trade  name  processes  that  are  more  recognizable  than  more  generic 
expressions  of  the  material.  Examples  include  AUTOCHROMES  (instead  of  Screen  color  glass  transparencies)  and 
PHOTOCHROM  PRINTS  (instead  of  Photomechanical  prints— Color).  To  provide  access  to  the  numerous  trade  names 
not  included  here,  the  names  may  be  stated  elsewhere  in  the  catalog  record.  Other  terms  often  used  in  the 
descriptive  portion  of  the  catalog  record  have  also  been  excluded  because  they  do  not  seem  practical  as  access 

points.  Among  these  are:  contact  prints,  copper  engravings,  die-cut  lithographs,  glossy  prints,  and  half-length 
portraits.  * 

The  complex  formulation  of  a  string  of  words  to  express  a  description  such  as  "pen,  pencil,  ink,  and  graphite 
drawing  with  blue  wash  on  laid  paper"  cannot  be  accomplished  within  the  structure  of  TGM  II  with  its  emphasis 
on  basic  categories  and  simple  subdivisions.  Separate  terms  were,  therefore,  established  to  designate  application 
instruments  (e.g.,  pencil  works).  Terms  that  describe  the  primary  and  secondary  support  material  were  largely 
excluded  in  favor  of  medium  designations.  Since,  however,  the  primary  support  may  sometimes  be  the  only 
distinctive  feature  of  a  photograph,  terms  for  support  were  coupled  with  general  photographic  terms  (e.g.,  ceramic 
PHOTOGRAPHS,  FILM  NEGATIVES).  For  institutions  employing  the  MARC  format,  codes  in  the  007  field  provide 
access  to  primary  and  secondary  support  materials,  such  as  paper,  glass,  and  wood.  Information  about  the  support 
material  and  application  instrument  may  also  appear  in  the  physical  description  or  note  area  of  the  catalog  record. 

Several  genre  terms  (e.g.,  abstract  works,  allegories,  cityscapes,  genre  works,  landscapes,  portraits, 
STILL  LIFES)  were  combined  with  general  physical  characteristic  terms  (drawings,  paintings,  photographs, 
prints)  in  order  to  provide  a  means  for  dividing  up  large  files  of  catalog  records  indexed  by  a  general  term.  For 


(in  the  sense  of  engravings  and  lithographs)  and  retrieving  instead  photographic  "prints. 
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example,  an  extensive  file  of  portraits  may  be  broken  into  categories  for  portrait  drawings,  portrait  paintings, 
PORTRAIT  PHOTOGRAPHS,  and  PORTRAIT  PRINTS. 


TGM  II  is  not  a  theoretical  list;  rather,  it  is  a  practical  representation  of  categories  ot  material  encountered  at  the 
Library  of  Congress  and  other  extensive  American  historical  collections.  Standard  reference  sources  and  cataloging 
manuals  (cited  in  the  bibliography)  were  reviewed  to  find  common  vocabulary  and  determine  relationship 
hierarchies.  Some  terms  and  their  definitions  were  drawn  from  colleagues’  personal  knowledge.  Other  thesauri, 
especially  the  Art  and  Architecture  Thesaurus  (AAI)  and  the  Library  of  Congress  Subject  Headings  (LCSH),  are 
always  consulted  for  terms  to  incorporate  into  this  graphic  materials  thesaurus.  TGM  II  terms  match  AATot  LCSH 
vocabulary  in  order  to  simplify  retrieval  in  union  catalogs.  A  paper  authority  file  record  documents  the  sources  or 
literary  warrant  for  each  TGM  II  term. 

None  of  the  consulted  sources  could  serve  as  a  single  thesaurus  for  historical  graphic  materials.  Because  they  are 
either  too  narrowly  focused  and  detailed  for  highly  diverse  collections  ot  graphic  materials,  too  general  in  the 
terminology  related  to  graphic  materials,  or  incomplete  in  areas  such  as  pictorial  ephemera,  the  existing  lists  do  not 
have  an  appropriate  relationship  structure  for  the  desired  universe  of  terms.  In  addition,  most  lack  definitions  or 
guidelines  for  application  that  would  help  catalogers  and  researchers  in  graphic  collections  use  the  thesaurus.  It  is 
expected  that  terms  for  genre  and  physical  types  occurring  less  frequently  in  pictorial  collections  (e.g.,  ALMANACS 
or  diaries)  can  be  taken  from  the  authorized  thesaurus  most  appropriate  for  the  particular  type  of  non-pictorial 
material. 


V.  CATALOGING  APPLICATIONS 

Institutions  should  formulate  written  policies  for  assigning  terms  in  their  own  systems.  For  example,  users  can 
choose,  based  on  their  institutions,  whether  to  assign  all  terms  to  MARC  field  655  or  to  distinguish  between  MARC 
fields  655  and  755.  Automated  or  manual  system  considerations  as  well  as  indexing  practices  would  guide  this 
decision.  Bibliographic  networks  may  provide  members  with  many  necessary  guidelines.  Conformance  to 
established  book  cataloging  and  indexing  conventions  is  recommended  for  pictorial  material;  however,  in  some 
circumstances  a  departure  from  usual  practice  is  justified.  The  guidelines  here  reflect  practices  developed  and 
ongoing  in  the  Library  of  Congress  Prints  and  Photographs  Division  and  may  be  helpful  for  other  pictorial 
collections  having  manual  files  or  MARC  and  non-MARC  automated  files. 

TGM  II  is  part  of  a  set  of  tools  developed  specifically  to  address  various  aspects  of  picture  cataloging.  Others  are: 
the  descriptive  cataloging  manual  Graphic  Materials:  Rules  for  Describing  Original  Items  and  Historical  Collections, 
which  supplements  the  Anglo-American  Cataloguing  Rules  (2nd  ed.  revised);  the  Thesaurus  for  Graphic  Materials 
I:  Subject  Terms  (companion  to  this  thesaurus),  which  provides  an  extensive  list  of  topical  subject  headings  to  be 
used  in  MARC  field  650.

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1.  Level  of  specificity. 

1.1.  Indexing  conventions  usually  prescribe  that  the  most  specific  term  be  assigned  to  the  material  being 
cataloged.  The  choice  of  terms  also  depends  on  the  use  of  the  collections,  the  degree  of  available  information,  the 
relationship  of  the  material  being  cataloged  to  the  rest  of  the  institution’s  holdings,  staff  expertise,  and  whether  the 
catalog  record  represents  a  single  item  or  a  group  of  items.  Decisions  about  the  level  of  specificity  should  also  take 
into  account  the  needs  of  a  growing  manual  file  or  local  automated  database  and  the  possibility  of  contributing 
records  to  a  multi-institutional  database,  or  other  modes  of  record  distribution. 

1.2.  If  uncertain  of  a  specific  physical  process,  assign  a  broader  term.  Although  terms  are  available  for  use 
when  a  process  is  recognized,  one  should  not  feel  compelled  to  try  to  identify  every  process  as  specifically  as 
possible  in  every  case. 

Example:  When  a  color  photographic  print  process  cannot  be  easily  identified,  photographic  prints— color  may 
suffice. 

1.3.  In  accordance  with  conventional  subject  indexing  practice,  a  narrower  term  and  its  broader  term  should  not 
both  occur  in  a  record  for  a  single  item.  However,  for  a  group,  it  may  be  appropriate  to  assign  both  broader  and 
narrower  tenns. 

Example:  An  aquatint  is  indexed  with:  aquatints.  The  additional  broader  term  intaglio  prints  would  be 
superfluous. 

Example:  A  group  that  contains  mostly  cyanotypes,  but  also  has  a  scattering  of  maay  other  photo  processes,  may 
be  indexed  with:  CYANOTYPES  and  the  broader  term  PHOTOGRAPHIC  prints. 

1.4.  Conventional  indexing  niles  prescribe  use  of  the  broader  term  when  more  than  three  of  its  narrower  terms 
would  be  headings  in  the  catalog  record.  The  desire  for  access  to  examples  of  specific  media  and  genre  in  a  group 
may  call  for  deviation  from  this  practice  and  use  of  all  the  terms.  When,  however,  the  specific  aspects  are 
considered  too  numerous  to  index  separately,  either  in  a  group  or  single  item,  the  practice  of  using  the  broader  terni 
should  be  followed. 

g''°“P  containing  a  photographer’s  work  includes  mostly  platinum  prints  but  also  has  a  few  cyanotypes 

and  tintypes.  Each  type  is  indexed  because  it  is  important  to  highlight  them  all  in  the  context  of  the  institution’s 
holdings. 

Example:  The  kinds  of  ephemera  in  a  scrapbook  are  too  numerous  to  index  separately.  The  general  term 
EPHEMERA  is  used. 

^  tlrawing  includes  graphite,  chalk,  and  crayon,  and  no  one  medium  predominates.  The  general  term 
DRAWINGS  is  used. 


2.  Exhaustivitv  in  indexing. 

2.1.  It  is  not  always  necessary  or  appropriate  to  assign  genre  and  physical  characteristic  terms.  An  institution 
may  decide  to  index  only  selected  material  to  exemplify  a  particular  genre  or  physical  type  in  its  collections.  P&P 
usually  assigns  a  physical  characteristic  term  to  assist  retrieval  by  media  categories.  It  is  based  on  the  physical 
description  vocabulary  m  MARC  field  300.  Pictures  with  clear  topical  subjects  do  not  invariably  need  a  genre  term 
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just  for  the  sake  of  using  the  655  field.  (In  fact,  CITYSCAPES,  GENRE  WORKS,  landscapes,  portraits,  and  still 
LIFES  are  genre  terms  that  are  intended  chiefly  for  assignment  in  the  absence  of  other  subject  matter.  They  are  not 
meant  for  every  image  of  a  city,  domestic  scene,  mountain,  or  person.) 

2.2.  More  than  one  term  may  be  needed  to  express  the  various  categories  an  item  or  group  represents.  The  655 
and  755  fields  are  repeatable  for  this  reason.  Although  without  specified  limits,  selectivity  in  the  number  of  terms 
assigned  is  recommended. 

Example:  An  allegorical  crayon  drawing  made  in  memory  of  a  dead  hero  and  intended  to  illustrate  a  magazine 
article,  but  then  never  published,  could  be  indexed  with:  ALLEGORICAL  drawings  (655),  MEMORIAL  WORKS  (655), 
PERIODICAL  ILLUSTRATIONS  (655),  PROPOSED  WORKS  (655),  and  CRAYON  DRAWINGS  (755). 


3.  Double  indexing. 

3.1.  When  a  genre  frequently  has  the  same  physical  characteristics  associated  with  it,  both  aspects  are  not 
necessarily  indexed. 

Example:  Most  POSTCARDS  (655)  are  photomechanical  prints  (755),  and  many  catalogs  (655)  are  pamphlets 
(755).  In  such  cases,  the  655  term  alone  may  be  sufficient. 

Example:  For  a  less  common  combination  of  genre  and  physical  characteristic,  such  as  albumen  stereographs,  both 
STEREOGRAPHS  (655)  and  albumen  prints  (755)  are  used. 

3.2.  The  same  principle  applies  to  terms  for  the  instrument  of  application.  Since  most  GRAPHITE  DRAWINGS  are 
made  with  pencils,  it  is  not  necessary  to  index  under  PENCIL  WORKS  unless  there  is  a  particular  reason  to  draw 
attention  to  that  aspect. 

3.3.  Terms  are  related  in  the  thesaurus  (RT)  when  their  definitions  overlap  and,  sometimes,  when  the  categories 
frequently  occur  together.  It  is  generally  not  necessary  to  index  under  both  terms;  rather,  the  researcher  should 
be  encouraged  to  use  the  thesaurus  to  be  guided  from  one  term  to  the  other. 

Example:  STEREOGRAPHS,  which  are  predominantly  CARD  PHOTOGRAPHS,  are  linked  through  the  RT  notation  and 
are  not  double  indexed  with  both  terms. 


4.  Basis  for  cataloging. 

4.1.  Catalog  the  material  in  hand,  not  its  original  source  or  the  broader  work. 

Example:  An  engraving  of  a  prairie  log  cabin  in  a  book  about  the  westward  expansion  of  the  United  States  is 
indexed  with:  book  illustrations  (655),  engravings  (755),  and  log  cabins  (650).  It  is  not  indexed  by  the 
subject(s)  or  genre  of  the  larger  work.  An  author/title  added  entry  could  be  made  for  the  book. 

4.2.  Institutions  often  provide  photographic,  microform,  or  quick  copy  reproductions  of  pictures  as  reference 
substitutes  for  originals  held  by  the  institution.  In  general,  cataloging  should  be  based  on  the  original  material  even 
when  only  the  surrogate  is  in  hand.  Information  about  the  availability,  arrangement,  and  type  of  copies  is  put  in 
the  note  area  of  the  catalog  record  (MARC  fields  500  and  530),  and  the  physical  characteristics  of  the  copy  are  not 
indexed  in  fields  655  and  755.  An  alternative  approach  is  to  catalog  the  item  in  hand,  even  if  it  is  a  reproduction, 
and  link  the  record  for  the  reproduction  to  the  record  for  the  original  item.  This  is  usually  done  with  multiple 
versions  of  published  audiovisual  or  microfilm  material. 
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5.  TGM  II  terms  as  subjects  and  in  other  fields  of  the  catalog  record. 

5.1.  When  an  image  depicts  recognizable  types  of  graphic  materials,  a  genre  or  physical  characteristic  term  may 
be  used  as  a  topical  heading  (MARC  field  650).  The  genre  or  physical  type  shown  in  the  picture  is  its  subject. 

Example:  A  newspaper  engraving  of  a  family  viewing  stereographs  is  indexed  with:  PERIODICAL  ILLUSTRATIONS 
(655),  WOOD  ENGRAVINGS  (755),  and  stereographs  (650). 

Ejsample:  A  stereograph  of  a  family  viewing  stereographs  is  indexed  with:  stereographs  (755)  and  stereographs 
(650). 

Example:  An  engraved  self-portrait  of  an  artist  making  a  self-portrait  is  indexed  with:  SELF-PORTRAITS  (655), 
engravings  (755),  and  self-portraits  (650). 

5.2.  Occasionally,  one  genre  imitates  another,  and  the  genre  being  imitated  becomes  the  subject. 

Example:  A  cartoon  designed  to  look  like  a  piece  of  currency  is  indexed  with  CARTOONS  (655)  and  MONEY  (650). 

5.3.  In  anticipation  of  the  need  for  655  and  755  terms  as  subjects,  all  TGM  II  terms  have  been  incorporated  in 
the  Thesaurus  for  Graphic  Materials  1:  Subject  Terms,  which  is  an  authorized  source  for  terms  in  MARC  field  650. 
Only  the  postable  and  lead-in  terms  appear,  not  the  scope  notes  or  full  syndetic  stnicture. 

5.4.  For  consistency  in  cataloging,  terms  are  suitable  for  use  in  other  areas  of  the  record,  such  as  the  physical 
description  (MARC  field  300)  or  a  note  field  (MARC  field  500).  The  thesaurus  terms  may  be  supplemented  in  the 
physical  description  and  notes  by  uncontrolled  vocabulary  in  order  to  describe  material  in  greater  detail. 


6.  Suhdivisioas. 

6.1.  General  practice.  Any  term  in  TGM  II  may  be  subdivided  in  order  to  indicate  certain  information  and  to 
subarrange  files  of  headings.  The  MARC  format  provides  for  three  types  of  subdivisions: 

“  general  (subfield  x) 

—  chronological  (subfield  y) 

—  geographic  (subfield  z). 
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Subdivisions  need  not  be  used  with  all  terms,  nor  at  all  times,  but  a  consistent  practice  should  be  developed. 
Although  no  order  for  these  subfields  is  specified,  the  following  pattern  is  recommended  both  for  manual  and 
automated  catalogs:  [thesaurus  term]— [general  subdivision]--[geographicsubdivision]—[datesubdivision].  Nationality 
and  presence  of  color  are  general  subdivisions  that  are  frequently  used.  A  suggested  sequence  of  subdivisions  has 
been  used  in  most  of  these  examples: 

(1)  nationality;  (2)  color;  (3)  date. 

And,  when  reproductions  are  being  described,  this  sequence  is  suggested: 

(1)  nationality;  (2)  date;  (3)  reproductions;  (4)  color  of  reproduction. 

Examples:  LITHOGRAPHS-1850-1900. 

LITHOGRAPHS-FRENCH-1850-1900. 

LITHOGRAPHS-FRENCH-COLOR-1850-1900. 

LITHOGRAPHS-FRENCH-1850-1900-REPRODUCTIONS-COLOR. 

6.2.  Color.  Two  general  subdivisions  (COLOR  and  HAND-COLORED)  may  be  used  with  physical  characteristic 
terms,  whether  or  not  those  terms  imply  coloring.  The  subdivision  COLOR  refers  to  material  in  which  color  is  an 
inherent  part  of  the  original  creation.  The  subdivision  HAND-COLORED  refers  to  material  to  which  color  is  applied 
in  a  later  stage,  by  hand,  stencil,  or  other  method.  When  in  doubt  as  to  whether  a  piece  is  hand-colored,  simply 
use  COLOR.  (This  practice  replaces  the  first  edition’s  distinction  of  COLOR  and  COLORED.) 

Examples:  ALBUMEN  PRINTS-HAND-COLORED-1860-1870. 

ENGRAVINGS-COLOR-1 800-1900. 

CHROMOLITHOGRAPHS-GERMAN-COLOR-1890. 

6.3.  Nationality.  The  adjectival  form  of  a  country’s  name  may  also  be  used  as  a  general  subdivision  to  draw 
attention  to  the  artist’s  nationality  or  the  country  in  which  the  work  was  produced. 

Examples:  POSTERS-FRENCH-1700-1750. 

ENGRAVINGS-MEXICAN-HAND-COLORED-1900-1910. 

PRINTS-AMERICAN-1900-1910. 

Use  the  name  of  the  country  or  U.S.  state,  possibly  with  a  city  name,  to  draw  attention  to  the  local  place  of 
publication  or  manufacture. 

Example:  BROADSIDES-RHODE  ISLAND-PROVIDENCE- 1820. 

Possible  principles  to  follow  are  to  subdivide  by  nationality  in  all  cases;  to  subdivide  by  nationality  when  the 
material  is  unpublished  (and  by  country  of  production  when  published);  or  to  subdivide  by  both  facets. 

Examples:  TRAVEL  SKETCHES-JAPANESE-1900. 

STEREOGRAPHS-ENGLAND-HAND-COLORED-1860. 

POLITICAL  CARTOONS-FRENCH-FRANCE-PARIS-1700-1750. 
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6.4.  Geographic  subdivisions  are  expressed  "indirectly,"  i.e.,  with  the  larger  jurisdiction  preceding  the  smaller, 
as  outlined  in  the  Library  of  Congress  Cataloging  Service  Bulletin  120  (1977),  pp.  9-11.  The  geographic  place 
refers  to  where  the  material  was  made,  not  the  place  depicted. 

Example:  POSTERS-INDIA-1960-1970. 

6.5.  Reproductions.  The  term  reproductions  may  be  used  as  a  free-floating  subdivision  whenever  the  material 
being  cataloged  is  a  copy  photograph,  facsimile  reprint,  or  other  type  of  reproduction,  and  it  is  important  to  provide 
access  by  the  medium  of  the  original  work. 

Example:  A  copy  photograph,  made  in  1920,  of  an  oil  portrait  painting  from  1750,  could  be  indexed  with  three 
headings. 


PORTRAIT  PAINTINGS- 1 750-REPRODUCTIONS . 

OIL  PAINTINGS-1750-REPRODUCTIONS. 

PHOTOGRAPHIC  PRINTS-1920. 

6.6.  Chronological  subdivision.  Each  institution  must  determine  its  own  scheme  for  chronological  subdivision. 
The  date  should  be  the  cataloged  material’s  date  of  creation,  not  the  date  of  the  subject  depicted.  One  useful 
practice  is  to  use  inclusive  decade  spans,  as  shown  in  the  examples  here.  Another  option  is  to  use  the  single  year 
or  span  of  years  from  the  descriptive  portion  of  the  record,  as  outlined  in  Graphic  Materials. 

6.7.  Manual  files.  These  subdivision  patterns  can  also  be  used  in  manual  files.  In  addition,  some 
format-oriented  genre  headings  may  make  useful  subdivisions  for  topical  terms  to  compensate  for  the  lack  of 
postcoordinate  searching  capability.  For  example,  TOBACCO-ADVERTISEMENTS;  SLAVERY-BROADSIDES;  PATENT 
MEDICINES-LABELS;  WOMEN-PORTRAITS. 


7.  MARC  Coding. 

In  a  MARC  record,  terms  from  TGM  II  are  to  be  entered  in  subfield  "a"  of  fields  655  or  755.  Terms  which  do 
not  appear  in  TGM  II  or  other  thesauri  approved  for  655  and  755  may  not  be  used  in  these  fields.  The  thesaurus 
code  (gmgpc)  must  be  entered  in  subfield  "2".  Even  though  the  name  of  the  thesaurus  has  been  changed,  the  same 
code— gmgpc— should  be  used. 

Examples:  655-7=j=aCircus  posters=4=zOhio=j=zToledo=f=yl900-1910.=j=2gmgpc 

755  =faChromolithographs=|=xColop=j=y  1900-19 10. =[=2gmgpc 


8.  Multiple  thesauri. 

Terms  from  TGM  II  may  be  used  when  cataloging  pictorial  materials  in  MARC  formats  other  than  Visual 
Materials.’  For  example,  a  catalog  record  for  an  illustrated  book  may  include  such  terms  as  PHOTOGRAVURES  or 
WOODBURYTYPES;  or  a  catalog  record  for  a  manuscript  collection  may  include  such  terms  as  portraits  and 
PHOTOGRAPHIC  PRINTS.  Likewise,  non-pictorial  terms  from  other  authorized  thesauri  may  need  to  be  used  in 
records  that  describe  graphic  collections  with  non-pictorial  material.  The  appropriate  thesaurus  source  code  should 
be  indicated  for  each  heading.
